'luring the 1966-67 academic year. 

There ware Mwaral problems in 
both formal and adminHtration 
which reduced the effectwafwsa of 
this evaluation, she continued. 

The 1966 questionnaire was long 
and cumtjersome. and contained 
many nuestions which, according to 
ti'STing exj»erts, have no bearing on 
the outcome of the evaluation. The 
form in witich the results were 
printed was 
confustng, and tharatara 
uwful to ttia MudanMai it i 
been. 

This year's tjvaiuation will be 
shorter, arKl thf: final compilation, 
which will be in booklet form arxf 
available free to all students, wiU be 
more uniform than tka fint effort. 

Miss Carey axp lai n ad that anotfier 
serious problem w« the manner in 
which the last evaluation was 
administered. The forms were given 
to t e achers to administer in their 
classes. Many of the forms were not 
iiassetj out, and therefore many 
teachers were not included in tfie 
evaluation.

The second raoommemlation, in 
following with the first, vwould 
establish a system of alloting 
ragistration appointments that will be 
basad upon critaria puMicaHy 
announced to the antira studant 
body; create an even flow of students 
tfwoughout the registration period;

The committee also recommended

The forth recommendation asks 
that the registrar's office cease the 
flow of irjaccurate and tardy 
information about registration Also 
the committee condemns the 
inaccurate record keeping in the 
registrar's office. The committee 
pointed out that such inaccurate 
record keeping couU hava far 
reaching results. 

The next series of 
recommenda t ions are concerned with 
academic advisors. The committee 
called for the establi.shment of a ^ 

largely non-mandatory academic 
advising program. This program

An expected 25 to 35 per cent of 
the Florida State student body will 
contract "some degree " of influenza 
within the next 10 weeks, according 
to Or. Claude R. Gentry, chief 
physician and director of ttie 
University Hospital. 

Influenza, twhich is commonly 
confused with other infections, i« an 
infection of thQ upper reapiratary 
tract and is characterized by chest 
constriction, a sore throat, a dry 
cough, muscle aches and a mild fever 

The widely publicized Hong Kong 
flu is a type of influenza which, 
contrary to common belief, is 
actually lass sa¥are and slightly 
miUer than tha average strain of 
influenza, according to Dr. Gantry. 
He added that there are no olivious 
differences between the Hong Kong 
'lu and other types of influenza. 

Dr. Gentry said the problem with 
the Hong Kong variety arises from 
the fact that it is a new strain of 
influenza within tfie country and 
individual* haven't devekiped general 
resistance to the strain through 
prevkMis contact. 

Dr. Gentry feels that it is too late 
to prevent exposure to the flu, as 
most students have probably been in 
contact with it therefore measures 
such as wearing masks would do little 
in preventing the infections. 

He said that the experiment 
involving face niasks started at tfie 
University of Florida wouM show 
some results but that the exptanatkm 
involved wNMild be the observance of 
proper health requirements and not 
the masks, since exposure to the 
infection had most likely already 
occurred. 

Even though there isn't too much 
that can be done about exposure to 
the flu, certain precautwns can be 
taken to help maintain a higher 
resistpnrp Ipvel to such infection*. 



Gentry said. Tfie best metfiod woukf 

be to observe proper health 
requirements such as getting 
adequate sleep, eating a proper diet, 
■- avoiding crowds, and seeking nedicai 
attentkMi when needed. 

Basic Studies 
Decreased 

Dr. Stephen S. Winters, director of 
the division of basic studies, has 
announced that the natural science 
requirement for graduatkMi has bean 
reduced from 15to 13quartarhoMfs. 

This action was taken at tha 

mee tin g of the Faculty Senate on 
December 11, 1968 and applies to all 
undergraduates. Students still must 
complete a course in cliemistry or 
physics (including astronomy) and a 
lab as a part of this requirement. 

The total number of hours 
required for graduatkm in General 
EducatKHi, whwh will now be called 
Liberal Studies, is also reduced from 
60 to 58.

Dean Robert O. La¥Mon of tlie 
College of Arts and Sciencas 
appointed the committee.

PARIS (AP) U.S. officials ke(>t 
pursuing Sunday the elusive 
combination of compromises that 
would get Vietnam peace talks rolling 
before President Johnson's 
administration ends two weeks from 
now 

Aii surface indications pomtecj to 
a major American effort with 
President-elect Nixon's backing— to 
achieve that goal before the 
inauguration in Wahington Jan. 20. 

"For the President to step out of 
offk» without seeing the peace 
conference launched 81 days after he 
ended the bombing of North 
Vietnam," one allied off'ical 
observed, "would be something 
approach, ng a humiliation " 

The main American tujnT for an 
acceptable formula n l einct uursued 
in Saigon t>y Annbassador Ellsworth 
Bunker end Pre aMent Nguyen Van 
Thieu. 

Ninon announeed Saturday he 

would ask Bunker to stey on at his 
post after Jan. 20. This was taken 

here as a signal to Thieu to expect no 
significant policy change when Nixon 
lakes office. 



One issue now blocdcing the start 
of peace talks is wtiether the round 
conference table - ¥vhich all four 
participating groups now accept - 
shoud t>e marked by a symbolic 
dividing line 

Washington and Saigon want the 
line because they regard the 
negotiations as two-sided, not 
wanting to acknowledge any special 
rights or status to the outlawed 
National Litieratkin Front. 

North Vietnam and the NLF insist 
the talks; are four-skied with the 
NLF- politnal arm of the Viet Cong 
— entitled to a full voice in the 
political future of the South. The 
dividing line is unacceptable to them 
It is no secret here that some 
American leaders would settle for a 
rourxl table- not the worst possit>le 
shape— and let their imaginatmns 
Mpply the dividing line. But they 
have tfie feelingt and prestige of the 
Thieu gowemment to oonskler. 

Saigon's rulers consider they have 
compromised quite enough, even by 
agreeing to sit down at all with ttie 
Viet Cong rebels they hate.

Our voice abroad will stem from the 
minds and hearts of these men working as ttie Nixon team carrying out 
the Nixon programs. 

White some cabinet designates are virtually unknown, it is Nixon and 
the Republican Party who are staking their political futures on ttie 
competency of these dozen men.

We stand at the threshhokJ of a gmt and exciting period in worM 
htstory becauH soon Man will no longer be bound by the confines of 
his planet. 

There is a universe to expkire. and Man's manifest destiny seems to 

bp "out there." 

One more group deserves comment. This group consists of 
supposedly skillful negotiators who still are arguing over the kind of 
table to use while men continue dying in Vietnam. 

Words cannot adequately describe the disgust which people feel at 
the thought of supposedly intelligent people deciding where they 
should sit in Paris while the blood of men continues to spill on the 
fields of Vietnam. 

One can only hope that these people come to their senses and get 
down to the hard, tedious business of ending a long, bitter struggle 
vvhich no one can win! 

This year, we will see men on the moon and new American 
leadership. Perhaps 1969 also will signal the end of international strife. 
If these events coorie about, it will be "a very good year."

The Democratic Party, ou^ed from power after eight years at the 
helm of government, has begun its rebuilding program with a 
familiar name at the party's center. 

Political prognosticators already are looking toward 1972 even 
though Richard Nixon has yet to be sworn in as the 37th President of 
the United States. 

But the election of Sen. Edward M. Kennedy as majority whip tell 
s^ral stories - and it is never too early to look into the future, even if 
the only purpose is to add fuel to political fires. 

A Kennedy candkiacy in 1972 is based upon two significant 
contingencies yet to be weighed: 

1. The popular strength of Sen. Edmund Muskie. He made many 
friends during the 1968 campaign and undoubtedly will be In a strong 
position of leadership in the Democratic Party in 1972. 

2. Nixon's record as President. If he seeks re-election on the basis of 
a relatively good record, he will be'difficult, if not impossible, to beat 
- ' even for a Kennedy. 

There are, however, certain political factsof-life virhich must be 
considered with an eye toward 1972. 

The first is the fact that Senate Democrats are getting younger. The 
average age of DemocrstM: s en ato r s elected in 1968 is 46.2. wMte-tha 
ages of the men they replaced averaged 68.3. 

In 1972, Sen. Muskie will be 58; Kennedy will be 40. It can be 
assumed that those senators which helped Kennedy defeat Rimell Long 
fot the majority whip's post will be in influential positions to guide the 
delegates at the 1972 national convention. 

And of course, Kennedy is in a position to carve out a distinguished 
record as a legislator and party spokesman. He already has taken a 
forceful position against the deplorable conditions plaguing the Biafrans 
and there is no doubt he will continue to speak out on national and 
world issues. 

He also is the sole bearer of the Kennedy mantle. Therefore, every 
word uttered or deed performed by this intelligent, articulate young 
man will be carefully weighed and measured for 1 972. 

However, there is one historical parallel working against Kennedy. 
Whereas Kennedy now will have added legislative responsibilities, 
Muskie is free to travel around the nation speaking to his constituency. 

Muskie, in fact, is traveling the samerouteJohn F. Kennedy followed 
after he lost tfie vice-presidential nominatk>n to the late Estes Kefauver 
in 1956. 

'4n 1960, it was JFK who had built uP voter and detegate appeal 

while then-Senate majority Leader Lyndon Johnson, who had been tied 
down by legislative responsibilities, had to settle for the second spot on 
the ticket because he could not overcome Kenr>edy's lead. 

Although Kennedy and Muskie are the top Democrats today, four 
years is a long time, and a lot of water has yet to pass urKler the bridge. 

At any rate, Nixon soon will know what it is like being on the 
defensive as key Democrats begin their attacks on the new 
JmimsMtion's policies.

Now that basketball season is upon us, many students and 

Tallahassee residents are becoming painfully aware that the facilities of 
Tully Gymnasium, particularly its seating capacity, are woefully 
inadequate. 

Though it may be true that large crowds have yet to appear at the 
Tribe field house, they will come soon when the Seminoles play such 

teams as the University of Miami, Dayton and Georgia Tech. TuHy Gym 
seats 5,000 spectators at the most. 

Seminole basketball coach Hugh Durham has long supported a drive 

to build a coliseum at the present location of the circus lot and 
Marching Chief practice field. He has so far received few if any funds to 
start such a drive. 

Some people would say that Tully Gym will do for right now and 
that a coliseum would be a waste of money because it would only be 
used for basketball and other limited indoor sports. 

rtothing couM be farther from the truth. In basketball alone, with 
tough future schedules, improving Seminole cage teams and a larger 
alumni, the coliseum oouM pay for itself in a relatively short number of 
years. 

But, not only vrouW it be a boom for FSU basketball, it could also 
serve as a large center for such programs as the Artist Series and 
Seminole Spotlight Series. In the past, big-name performers have 
declined to perform at FSU because of the relatively small gate and 
attendence in such a small arena as Tully Gym. In addition, a coliseum 
would be a much more comfortable place in which to attend concerts 
and Other special shows such as the Lettermen and the Associatkm. 

At the very least it would be cooler and the seating much better 
placed for viewing. 

A small model of the proposed FSU Coliseum might be the new 
plant at Georgia Tech. Though small (cap. 7,000), its circular arena 
design is ideal for almost any indoor athletic event and most shows and 
especials of the type mentioned above. 

I certainly hope that at least the plans for the coliseum can be drawn 
to start a sustained drive for this much-needed plant. 

If FSU is to continue to play such big-name basketball schools as 
Ohio State, Louisville and North Carolina, then a much larger plant is a 
necessity. 

If a small basketball power such as Vanderbilt can build a 14,000 
seat field house then surely FSU can build a 15,000 seat plant of Its 
own.

Educational Milestones 



Several educational milestones 
during 1968 were counted today by 
Florida State U'-.'versity as it rang out 
its 112th year last week. 

These included but were not 
llmitflit to: 

1. A grant of $4JB million from tlw 
National Scisnca Foundation, 
wpptemenud by $2 miNion in ttala 
funds. This Mas the fourth largest 
among 30 grants made by the agency 
since 1965 to develop university 
centers of excellence in science. 
Selected for aid at FSU were the 
Chemistry, Physics, Psychobiolagy 
and Statistics programs. 

2. TwfO dedications: on Nov. 20 of 
a new marine laboratory and on Dec. 
6 of Chaiiiistfy Unit One. The new 
Edwanl BaH Mvina i-aboratovy at. 
Turhay Mm rignalad Florida StaWa 
artwanromont to laadsnhip during 18 
yean of nr wanogi' AUc rasHreb and 
its goal of conductiag further it% 
scientists' examination of the "iniftr 
space" of the oceans. S4.3 
million Chemistry building signaled 
development of Florida State's 
Chemistry Department to one ratyed 
the 20th nrx>st important in the 
nation by senior scholars and its goal 

' of continuing a leader ihip in graduata 
education and ratBarcb in chamiMry. 

3. An upwrga m graduate 
education generally — a fietd in 
which Florida State already had 
assumed a lead in the South. During 
the year Florida State awarded more 
than 200 doctorates for the first 
time, giving the 219th In Decemtier. 
Among these was the first doctor of 
business administration degree. The 
University was authorized by the 
Board of Regents meanwhile to give 
Ph.D. degrees in geophy si cal fluid 
dynamics, bringing to 118 the fields 
in which a doctotata is offered. 



Graduate enrollment reached a 
record 3 289 students in the fall. 

4. The graduation of its first 20 
Students by a new College of Law, 
founded only in 1966. The College 
will graduate additional iludems at 
the end of tha winlar and spring 
quarters and loolcs fu n w r d to a n«w 
$1.5 million building, presently in 
the planning stage, to replace 
temporary quartart in tongmira 
Building. 

5. A continued flow of federal 
research funds to the University, 
despite a general cutt>ack of federal 
spending for research. Florida State's 
Institute of Molecular Biophysics, for 
instance, raoaivad another $671,000 
from tiia Atomic Enargy Com m iwio n 
for a ninth year of AEC«upportad 
r— ch. In n i id -yaar ttw Computer 
Asristad InilruGtion Center racaivad a 
$885,000 contract from ttw 
Department of Defense to work out 
treining methods for the armed 
services baHd on computw 
instruction. 

6. Organization of a Florida State 
University Press, a longtime goal. At 
tha year's end its first book was 
about to come off the press, 
"Germany Ra d i n ooeri AnMrica** by 
Hiflory Oapartmant Chairman Earl 
Beck. 

The University also counted 
among its gains during 1968 a new 
"frank words " approach to 
communication between 
administration, faculty and students 
This followed a student protest 
during May which resuted, however, 
in appointment of a 77-member 
committee of students, ftvulty, staff 
and administratnn, to reexamine 
machinery for control of

Nasty Words In Print at Lost 



Recent flare-ups of violence in the strife-torn Middle East serve as an 
ominous warning of things to come—uniess the forces of world 
leadership act swiftly and definitively. 

There is reason to believe the war in Vietnam will recede into the 
background in 1969. Although the Paris talks remain stalemated over 
procedural matters, it is reasonable to assume that negotiations will 
proceed shortly, if not immediately, after the inauguration of Richard 
Nixon. 

South Vietnam's governmental leaders already have gone on record 
saying they will shoulder more of the military aspects of the war, 
thereby giving impetus to the optimistic note of a reduction of United 
States' involvement in ttie war effort. 

But as winds of hope stir restlessly in Southeast Asia and the United 
States, clouds of ferment begin looming ominously over the Middle 
East, threatening international security artd forcing a dose exammation 
of America's Middle East policy. 

After Arab forces machinegunned and bombed an Israeli jet, killing a 
passenger and wounding several others, Israeli troops retaliated by 
bombing the airport in Lebanon's capital city of Beirut, destroying 
aircraft and other property. 

There is no doubt that the trading of terrorist activities between the 
Arabs and Israelis has plagued the Md(Me East—and the world—fbr too 
long a period of time. 

But, at a time when swift, resolute action was called for on the parts 
of work! laadersi, the only official, formal action was a swift 
condemnation of Israel for its retaliatory raid. 

The United Nations, the world's last resort (at least theoretically) for 
the peaceful resolution of international upheaval, couM muster up only 
a condemnation without seeking a settteine n t of fhe kwming crisis. 

One wonders what positive action the UN contemplates to avert a 
fuliscale outbreak of violence in that traditionally violent part of the 
gtobe. 

It appears the UN chose not to take into arcount that the Israelis 
attacked Lebanon ONLY after an Arab attack claitned the life of one of 
Israel's citizens. That august body shoukJ have given thorough 
consideration to the act of violence which set off the chain of evwm 
which led to the bombing of Beirut airport. 

ft is interesting to note that Israeli commandos struck only at the 
machines of man and not at the flesh of men. 

Unfortunately, people tend to react rather than initiate action to 
counter threats of violence. We sit on our haunches hoping we are able 
to withstand the next thrust of the unexpected. 

And so the fighting in the Middle East continues, with leaders there 
predicting another outbreak of war -unless. . . 

But thus far only words of alarm have come forth, and they are 
falling on passive ears. 

However, it is to the United Nations we must turn, for that body is 
best able to resolve the conflict in the Mkidle East before wkle-scale 
bkxxlshed results. 

We pray the leaders of the worM face up to their 
responsibilities— NOW! 
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Reading over my handy dandy 
copy of Rights in Conflict, the story 
of the riots during the Democratic 
Natnnal Conventnn, I realized 
(omeibing very important; since 
newipapers aren't anowed to print 
csrtain words, it if impoaaMa to 
aocuiaialy report wivt wont on in 
the Wmdy City. 

One word, tha mmm ona, by tiw 
way, which caused the Florkte State 
University literary magazine to be 
censored last year, v/as used over and 
over again by cops and hips, 
bystanders and agitatiors. 

But, because the public doesn't 
like to read or haor that imard, 
newspapers and tahwiiion l a poc la r s 
ware not able to giwa the c o mp la t o 
story of the disturbance. 

But the authors of the report fait 
differently: 

"We have." they said in the 
introduction, "with considerable 
reluctance, included the actual 
obscenities used by the participants." 

"Extrameiy obscene language wm 
a contributing factor to the violonca 
deatf h ad in this raport, and Hs 
frequency and intansir. 
that to omit K wnuM 
understate the effect it had." the 
report ma. 

So why shouldn't n«wtp^Mr( b* 
able to print that mord^ 

Why souldn't TV commenlMorsbe 
alkMvad to use that »M>rd? 

The a ns wer, of course, is simple. 
Too many children vwouU be 
i n f faa ricaU by having or reading the 
nasty words. 
Therefor* I propose a solutkm: 
Catatogue all ttw "nasties" and 
assign each of them a number. Print 
this book of "fitthics" every month 
or so with a simple cover: 
"DANGER: This Book Contains 
Words Which May Be Hazardous To 
Your M e n t al Hoalth." 

Then, whenever a writar VMS faced 
with the problem of reporting the 
screaming of an obaoanity, ha would 
merely write the number 
eorrasponding to the word and those 
Mrfw had the catakigue couM look it 
up and get their kicks along with the 
true story of what happened, while 
those who whished not to have their 
ears singed would not have to worry. 

That, of course, wouW load tti 
such stories as: 

"ANYTOWN - Ptolice Chief W. H. 
"5" Wilson, covered with 8 from 
head to toe, charged outskle mitMors 
with causing the riots which have hit 
his city in the last two days. 

"Those 3-7 mother 9:ers are trying 
to burn the whole 3-7 city down." 
Wilson said. 

'Those hippies and other 37 
radicals store up 8 and throw it on 
us," he saki. "And that's for 8, " 

As Wifann spoke, some 5,000 
students marched on the police 
station.

Meanwhile Wednesday, the 
Student Senate, wtiieh on Nov. 2 
raoognizad SOS, graniad raoognition 
to the group for a second tiim. 

Dean Arnold had disapproved the 
Senate's initial recognition of SOS on 
Oac 8. At this time, ha ^Mcifically 
cited paragraph 7.41A of the 

BOR Selects 

Kibler New

Amid cries of foul play directed at 

F lor Ida Governor Claude Kirk, one of 
his most recent appointees, D.Burke 
Kibler, III. has assumed the position 
of chairman of the State Board of 
Regents 

Kiblar, a 44-yaar-old L^akaiand 
lawyer, iMes one of the fiM 

appointntents to the Board of 
Regents made by Kiric (ince he 
tjecame governor. 

Opponents of tlie Governor have 

criticized the Board which they claim 
IS now under the control of -Kirk 
since his appointees make up a 
majority of the Board membership. 

Further critcism has been leveled 
at Kirk for his most recent 
appointmant of John C. Bahringer to 
fiH the vacancy left whan his wife, 
Margaret Bahrwtger, r es ig ne d. Mr. 
Behringer served a* Kirk's campaign 
treasurer during the 19G6 campeign 
and his wife was one of Kirk's first 
appointees to the Board. Mrs. 
Behringer had been frequently 
criticized for her relative 
ineffectiveneH while lanring on the 
Board. 

Kibler's election end the 
appointment of Behringer were made 
publk: at the regular Board meeting 

this week 

In other action, the Board turned 
down an offer by Dr. Robert Cade, 
inventor of "Gatorade". concerning 
funds from his interest in the 
product. Dr. Cade, a 
surgeon-professor at ttie University of 
FtoridB. offered to transfer to the 
Uniwersity't J.H. MHIar HaaMt Center 
all funds from his interest in the 
product in exchange for an 
agreement by the Regents to waive 
•". .any possible claim it may have to 
other inventions or diaoosarietof Or. 
Cade." 



Operating Manual of the Board of 
Ragantt. 

He oontandad ttwt this paragraph 
predudad officiel recognitkm of the 
group because, atnong other thitigs, 
"membership (in the FSU chapter of 

SDS) is restricted to members of a 
national organization. Students for a 
Democratic Society." 

SDS is in further violation of BOR 
policy. Dean Arnold continued, 
because "the natkMtal organization 
enviskms a tiemocrstic society, 
wfterein at alt levels tlte people have 
control of decisions i«^k:h affect 
them and the resources on which 
they are dependent, to be effected by 
a radical, democratic program whose 
methods embody The democratic 
vision." (Ed. Note: The above is 
taken verbatim from a memorandum 
written by Dean Arnold to Student 
Body Vice Preskient Vince Rk>.) 

In adiMtkin, Dean AmoW noted, 
"the inetliot te applied by chepters of 
SOS on the campuses of ttie 
University of Celifornie, San 
Francisco State College, ttie 
University of Colorado, Roosevelt 
College, Columbia University, and 
New York University clearly establis^ 
tftat force and other unlawful means 
are tsondonad if not anoouragad as a 



maens to the desired end." 

In a special memge submitted to 
the Senate WedneKtay, SOS member* 
refuted Dean Arnold's contentions, 
paying a special emphasis to the 
charge that the tocel SOS is 
completely con trolled by the 
national organization. 

Included in the message was a 
statement by the national secretary 
of SOS to the effect that although 
the kical SOS chapter is part of the 
national organizatkm and agrees with 
its basic principla* and its viston for a 
democratk; sodety, "it is still able w 
formulate its own program and make 
its own policies for its work on the 
university campus. " 

SDS has an appeal road open. The 
organizat»n may appeal directly to 
Preskient John Champkjn. 

"Until such time as an appeal is 
made and heerd," Oeen Arnold seki 
in his lUileiiieiit to the Flambaau, 
'There is in my opinion no lagitiniata 
issue and tto necakity to make an 
issue in disregard of these esaMiahed 
procedures." 

SDS leaders have announced that 
they will appeal to Preskient 
Champion. They have planned a 
Student rally for 4 p.m. Frktey in 
s u pp oit of the planned appeal.

The warning came as instructors 
and students marched outside the 
college in clear, cool San Francisco 
weather, while classes went on in an 
atmosphere of quiet tension.

their jobs. 

"It is regrettable., this move on 
the part of the faculty is tied into the 
action of some of the dissidents," he 
said.

IPINION 



Two proposed amendments to Florida's new constitution 
undoubtedly will raise a hue and cry in the halis of the Legsiature if, 
and when, the proposals get that far. 

The first is an amendment to the state's Bill of Rights which, if 

passed by the Legislature and approved by a vote of the people, would 
state that each citizen has the right to die with dignity. 

Rep. Walter Sackett, a Miami doctor, labeled "inhuman" the 

practices of doctors who will go to any lengths to keep a person alive 
when there is no hope for that person's recovering enough to enjoy a 
meaningful life. 

His proposal would permit relatives to tell a doctor: "Let this person 
die." 

Granted, Rep. Sackett is correct when he says "there is no law of 
conscience or of God . that forces us to keep" a hopelessly ill man alive. 
No written law! 

The Sackett proposal raises several significafrt questions^ among 
them are the following: 

1. Who will make the decision as to when a person is hopelessly ill, 
and how is this decision to be made? 

2. How many relatives will it take to make that ultimate decision, 
how will they be selected, and by whom? 

3. When is a person rendered totally useless "to themselves, to their 
families, to the state, to anybody, " as Rep. Sackett suggests? 

4. What affect will this proposal have on the moral aspects of the 
doctor's oath? 

Rep. Sackett 's proposal is somewhat analogous to a lawyer advising a 
client he is guilty of premeditated murder and therefore should face the 
court's punishment without benefit of counsel protecting his right to a 
fair trial. 

In short, a doctor as well as a lawyer is obligated by the very nature 
of his profession to do all he can to keep people alive. 

A doctor, knowledgable in the field of medicine, is entrusted to use 
that knowledge to do his best to pronwte and protect the publK health. 

This proposal falls short of the moral and ethical obligatk>ns of the 
medical profession and should be rejected. 

A second proposal deserves some careful consideration because of its 
persuasive rationale, although it flies in the face of tradition. 

Sen. Bill Gunter has pre-filed a bill that would create a one-house 
legislature. That house would be called the Senate and have not more 
than 100 members. 

■hunter armies that the U.S. Supreme Court's one-men, one-vote 
mandate of 1964 has rendered the bicameral concept of state 
legislatu res obsolete. 

Clearly, FkM-ida has entered a period of governmental reorganization 
and streamlining. The requirement that the number of state agencies be 
reduced to not more than 25 is an example. 

Gunter's bill conforms to this klea of consolidation and 
centralization. Furthermore, a one-house Legislature woukJ impose less 
of an expense on Florida taxpayers. 

The only argument of compelling force against the proposal is that it 
impinges upon the traditional legislative checks and balances. 

But is this reason enough to cast aside what the Supreme Court 
impliedly has given lip service to? 

The Legislature is in for an interesting session.

Dear Mr. Galvin : 

The trend on th* nation's campusos is 
toward greator fr aa d otn — and responsibility 
for the individual Student. Whathor the 

action is extension of visiting hours for 

women or relaxation of course 
rf'quiriimcnts, the result is the same: 
I (li.u iruj of greater trust in the 
individual, and a growing array of 
flexible attemativas for that individual. 

Vet when he looks at businass, and 
particularly at big businass. a student saas 

an organization oriented to the groiqi 

rather than the individual, and to that 
group's security rather than the 

indivKtu.irs challenge. That "group" is any 
collection of administrative peers and 
imnietfiate supervisors which meets 
ffoquently at all levels of the bureaucracy. 

What began as an attempt to imitate the 
highly successful "team" of technologists 
has become a plodding group of 
administrative lMM«attcrats. And whereas 
the team produead, the group po n de rs . 
But "group- think" is a strange brmd 
of thought indeed. Group-think places 
a premium on affability rather than 
crentivity, and waste rather than 
efficiency. Somehow, group-think 
demands little or no substantive thinking 
on the part of the individual. 

Lately, group- think has become 
synonymous with business administration. 
Some consulting firms exist merely to 
sensitize the individual to the group. 
Vet administration has always been that 
aspect of business meant to appeal most 
tea socially conscious college generation. 
Is It any wonder then that the trend 
toward individual freedom and 
responsibility coincides with a growing 
alienation towards business as a career? 

H'ly question Mr. Gahrin is what will 

business do to provide the individual wfth 
the opportunity and incentive to 
perform, as an individual, the kinds of 
tasks he is both prepared and 
anxious to perform?

Dear Mr. Klebanoff: 

The desire of young people for greater 
individual freedom and responsibility is 
not confined to the campus, but is a 
characteristic of the maturing process. 

It is not a phenomenon of this generation. 
And it is a good thing when expressed 
constructively. 

As a college student and member of 
several important campus committees, 
you must be aware of the importance of 
individuals pooling ideas and efforts. 
University-sponsored research programs 
inquiring into needed social reforms, and 
working out pilot projects as prototype 
solutlonr. methods to overcome wide- 
spr^aci illiteracy In the ghettos : to 
enccniracje self - respect through self-help, 
for example reflect team efforts. Even 
actions undertaken by the dissenters and 
protesters on campus result from 
"committee action" and not the blandish- 
ments of one individual. 

The concept of granting more and more 
freedom to act responsibly, with 
authority, is not alien to business. It is 
fundamental. Individuals demonstrate 

talents. Those talents need each other for 
the attainment of composite results. In 
the pooling there is no loss of indivi- 
duality or freedom. 

Business is, and must be, strongly 
concerned with the individual, but since 
running a business is a team effort, there 
has to be group orientation, too. 

In business, as in other fields, many 
decisions and actions result from 

group think" meetings, which do indeed 
demand substantive thinking from the 
individual. It is my opinion that more 
creative ideas come from a number of 
people "thinking" together than 
separately. One person's ideas spark the 
thinking of another ; some people are 
naturally better at conceiving the germ of 
an idea than at refining it to a practical 
degree. In a group-think one draws upon 
a multiplicity of talents and viewpoints. 

I have attended many group-thinks but 
seldom one approaching your description. 
Certainly some were unproductive . . . 
but usually because of negligence in 



disciplining the group to adhere to the 
subject. Carefully disciplined, no-nonsense 
creative sessions often produce table- 
bangings and heated exchanges rather 
than affability . . . and out of them may 
come solutions to complex problems and 
decisions involving millions of dollars and 
affecting thousands of employees and the 
public. An inefficient or conformist think 
group would waste talents, manhours. 

and money. 

Business is to blame for the fact that 
today's college students must make a 
critical choice between business and 
other careers without sufficient knowledge 
on which to base such a decision. 
Students daily exposed to the campus are 
well-equipped with knowledge about 
teaching : an abundance of facts on 
medicine, government service, and many 
other fields has long been available. But 
business has neglected to communicate 
adequately by way of personal experience, 
the really significant facts about the 
realities of business to the very, people 
it is trying to attract. 

Its enormous accomplishments that have 
produced the highest standards of living 
in the world . . . its massive research and 
development programs that are probing 
into outer space and underseas, which 
will profoundly affect virtually every facet 
of man's life ... its increasing direct 
involvement in the social problems of 
today, and the efforts to devise 
practicable means of dealing with root 
causes, not merely surface symptoms, 
are all part of the daily operations 
of business. 

The solutions being achieved result from 
"group-think" efforts within a 
corporation, or between a number of 
businesses, or as the result of a 
cooperative effort between business and 
government. No one individual possesses 
sufficient facts or knowledge to direct all 
growth phases of a major enterprise. No 
one sector of the economy has the 
technical know-how or resources to carry 
the load for the continued forward thrust 
of our national progress. 

Within this framework there are 
"individual" selective tasks and goals 
requiring "individual" responses. It is 
through the intermingling of individual 
talents that viable solutions to the 
complex problems of today, and the 
challenges of tomorrow will be found.

Super Bowl Well Established 



MIAMI (API - The Super Bowl 
game will have only its third showing 
Sunday but already it is a way of life 
with sports fans. 

The World Championship game, as 
the pro football leagues call it. was 
born June 8, 1966 as one of the 
conditions of the merger a rg u enient 
between the National md American 
Football Leagues. 

The first two times around, the 
Green Bay Packers were the National 
League champions and won both 
games. This time It is the Baltirtxjre 
Colts who carry the NFL banner. 
Kansas City was the first AFL Super 
Bowl club followed by the Oakland 
Raiders and now the New York Jets. 

In the text of the joint 1966 
araiounoement of the merger it was 
stated: 

'The main points of tlie plan 
include: 

"Pete Rozelte will be the 
commissioner. 

"A workJ championsliip game this 

season." 

After intensive negotiatmns with 
the television networks hoUing ttie 
separate league contracts, a four-year 
agreement was reeched. 

The two networks - Cohimbia 
Broadcasting System and National 
Broadcasting Company - shared 
television rights of the first game for 
a total fee of S2 mitlnn. Tlie prne 
went up to $2.5 a year for the ttiree 
remaining years with CBS having 
exckisive rights in 1968 and 1970 
and NBC in 1969. As a result, the 
current game will be carried 
exclusively by NBC, starting at 3;05 
p.m. EST. 

Despite the tremendous 
two-network buildup with spot 
announcements znd special features 
during tfie first Super Week, the game 
at Los Angeles, January 15, 1967, 
did not sell out. The paid Mtendance 
was 61 ,946. 



Green Bay, heavily favored as the 
NFL champ against the Kansas City 
Chiefs of the younger league, 
recovered from a shaky first half in 
whkh it led only 14-10 and rolled up 
a final 36-10 vkrtory. Max MoGae 
caught two touchdown passes from 
Bart Starr and Eliah Pitts ran for two 
scores white Jim Taylor lad the 
rushers with 53 yards. 

The pay day, of course, was the 
largest for any winner in a taam 
sport. Each Packer received $15,000 
and each k>sing Chief $7,500. 

The AFL and NFL Pliyar Benefit 
pension progr a m s each receiwed 
S247.500. The two ckte and two 
leagues each r ec eive d $183,259.67. 

The game was mowed to Miami 
and the Orange Bowl the following 
year where a seHout crowd of 75.540 



watched the Packers do it again, this 
time to the Oakland Raiders. 33-14. 

Once again it mas fairly tight in 
the first half in which Green Bay lad 
1 6-7 but much easier for the Packers 
in the second half. Three f ieU goals 
by Don Ctwndlar, a touctxlown peas 
from Bart Starr to Boyd Dowier, a 
scaring run by Dow wy AMianon and 
a touctidowm on an inlarcaptioii by 
Herb Adderley made it 2-0 in fawor 
of the NFL. 

With higher attendance, the gmas 
receipts soared to $3,346,106.89. 
The winmiig and losing shares 
ramaiiNd const an t at $15,000 and 
$7,500 but the AFL and NFL Ptayar 
Benefit funds each got $482/486.95. 
The two clutaa each racaivad 
$96,487.39. the t««o 
$192,884.78 each.

Champion: SDS Must 
Appeal For Action 



President John Champion twill take 
no action on the refusal by John 

Arnold, acting Vice President for 
Student Affairs, to grant university 
approval to Students for a 
Democratic Society (SDS) unless the 
organizatmns appeals to his office, a 
spokesman for the president said 
Thuriday af ternoon. 

"President Champion is aware that 
differences of interpretation exist 
with reference to the" Board of 
Regents ixjhcy on student 
organizations." Pat Hogan. Director 
of Community Relations, 
commented. 

"President Champion has not 
received a written appeal! No action 
by the president is appropriate until 
an appeal is placed before him." 

Although SDS has twice been 
recognized by the Student Senate, 
Dean AriKiM disapproved the 
recognition. He cited as a basis for 
the disapproval paragraph 7.41A of 
the Operating Manutf of the Board of 
Regents. 

The peragraph Aates that 
"Students shall be free to ioin 
university organizatioiK. Student 
organizations may be officially 

recognizee! by the university wfien 
approved by Student Governments or 
appropriate student-faculty 
committees on campus. An officially 
recognized organization must not 
have as a purpose, either in nam or 
in fact, the advocacy of ttie 
overthrow of the government by 
force or other unlawful means. Other 

limitations may tie i)la<.fc) on their 
continued continued recognition by 
the universitv a g en c i e s oonGamed." 

Dean Arnohl contended ttiat this 
paragraph precluded official 
recognition of the group because, 

among other things, "membership (in 
the FSU chapter of SDS) is restricted 
to members of a national 
organization. Students for a 
Democratic Sodety." 

SDS is in further vkiiation of BOR 
policy. Dean ArnokJ continued, in 
that "the methods applied by 
chapters of SDS on the campuses of 
the University of California. San 
Franciaoo State Collage. the 
University of Cokirado, Roosevelt 
College. Columbia University, and 
New York Univarsity cleerly establish 
that force and other unlawful nwans 
ve condoned if not anoouragad as a 
means to tfie desired end." 

Any further action on the part of 
the administration must stem from 
an appeel properly brought by the 
organization. Hogan saM. 

SDS leaders contacted Thursday 
night we re n't sure whether or not an 
appeal would be made to President 
Champion.

Capacity for College Change 
Underestimated By Students 



NEW YORK IIP) - The charge 
that universities are not keeping pace 
with ttie changes in society is not 
completely true, according to 
P rof essor Davkl Riesman. 

"Students tend to underestimate 
the capacity for change of our 
colleges and universities," Profcsso' 
Riesman said. "If one looked at 
course reading lists and catalogs of 
courses over the years, he wouki be 
struck by how much ctiange tfiere 
actually is. 

His talk was part of a colkxiuium 
presented by the Department of 
Higher Educatkm at Teachers 
College, Columbia University. It was 
supported by a grant from the Ford 
Foundatton. 

"Universities, naturally, have to 
change," he said. "But I don't think 
the university should be faddish' m 
responding to contemf>orary 
problems. It should rriove with what 
is really important in our society." 
At the same time Professor Riesmen 
called the large modern university an 
"avAward vehicle" for dealing with 
the problems of contemporary 
society. He also blamed the moiiern 
university for being unable to ignite a 
spark m those college students who 
seem to be |ust there. " 

'The areas in »«tiich modem 
universities have done the least 
adequate job is in movinB Mudantt 
who are nd wall motivatad, who 
haven't had much academic success 
prior to college, and who now come 
and just attend' arxJ do lifle more 
Our colleges really haven't learned 
how to reach those students. " he 
said 

In light of recent events on college 
campuses. Professor Riaaman 
predicted the davatopment of 
allianGes between ctudantt and 
adminiitrMors at tlia expanse of the 
faculty. 

The edmintstrations of the nation's 
colleges realize that almost all 
student rebellions would not work 
were it not for at least "partial 
faculty legitimation" by dissident 
faculty memtMrs. Without this 
support, thte student retaaNkms 



really couldn't succeed, he said 

"These student reliellions on our 
canwMisas repraaant tfie inevitable 
confrontation of life cycles," ha sakl. 
'This is one of tlie most tragic 
aspects of these present struggles."

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Acting Vice-President for Student Affairs John Arnold s decisioij to 
deny the Students for a Democratic Society (SOS) official university 
approval is frought Msth ramificatiors whicb require serious and 
immediate concern. 

The official reasons for Arnold's action, listed in yesterday's 
Flambeau, boil down to this: violent campus demonstrations at the 
University of California (Berkley), San Frandsoo StBte. Roosevelt 
.College. Columbia University and New York University and alleged SOS 
involvement. 

In short, FSU does not want to officially sanction a local chapter of 

a national organization which has been influential in crystallizing 
dissent on other college and university campuses. 

But such organizations thrive on being told by "authoritarian" 
administrators that they CANNOT be admitted as a recognized part of 
their community. 

The Flambeau is not in accord with many of the ideas and concepts 
of the national SDS organization — and acts of violence such as 
Storming campus buildings and destroying property are to be 
condemned. 

But the local SDS group has conducted itself in a manner which is in 
accord with university-recognized principles of conduct. 

Undoubtedly, lateral and hierarchical pressure was brought to bear 
prior to Anwld's decision, and this is unfortunate because the denial of 
SOS's request for approval is based on external fear which has no basis 
on the FSU campus. 

Fear should never be a reason for rendering such important and 
perhaps far-reaching decisions. 

Another issue is involved in this administrative action— an issue 
which arose last quarter when Arnold rejected the original Student 
Senate-approved Ombudsman bill. 

The fact is that a bill approved by the Senate and signed by the 
Student Body President is subject to the veto power of the Vice 
Pre si dent for Student Affairs. 

This procedure should be reversed. The acts of Siucient Government 
should be deemed final, subject to review ONLY by contesting students 
in an orderly and responsible manner. 

In all cases, the presumption should be with Student Government 
and not elsewhere. 

But in rejecting SOS's bid for recognition, the administration 
succeeded in creating the very problem it fervently sought to avoid - 
tnat decision has given SDS a clearly framed issue which the 
organization can articulate from a position of compelling and persuasive 
rationale. 

Several SDS members view this action as a form of censorship. This is 
an example of the far-reaching implications of this decision. 

Already the Committee on Academic Freedom of the Graduate 
Student Organization has passed a resolution favoring SOS's position. 

It is incumbent upon the administration to carefully weigh its 
decision in light of subsequent developments. 

Perhaps an interpretation of the new Board of Regents policy 
regarding this matter is in order. This would be the best way to clear up 
existing ambiguities and resolve the philosophical division. 



POVERTY

WASHINGTON (CPS) - Eight 
years ago John F. Kennedy learrted 
how poverty was hniien in 
Appalachia campaigning through 
the grimey I'uning i(H\'ns, promising 
that with his administration the 
federal government mouk) help the 
van mountain region. 

The war on poverty he launched 
has poured nearly eight millk>n 
dollars into the area encompassing 
parts of 12 states from southern New 
York to central Alabama Appalachia 
came to symbolize The "ost pr^ siing 
item on the nation's social agenda 
short of urtian troubles. Viswnary 
federal and private programs ware 
seen as its hope. 

John Kennedy had planned to 
return in December 1963 to gauge 
the effect of the poverty program's 
promises He mem to Dallas first, and 
the trip \«as never made 

Last February, Robert Kennedy 
took up hii late brother's task, 
tramping up the heHowc of EaaUrn 
Kentucky to get a fint-hand kick at 
rural poverty. 

In tlw batnrad Fleming-ftoon Higli 
School gym, he saw students hokl • 
banner reading "Don't give us any 
more pr.) ys We can t eat fancy 
promises That was the substance of 
what Kennedy learned from the 
whole lour. 

Now, as the freezing minds of 
another winter approach, the failure 
of federal programs is again obvkHM. 
The government's grand solutions 
have soured. The other America in 
Appalachia is once again becoming 
forgotten - hidden, in Harrington's 
words. 

Americans still sweeping up after 
gfictto riots haven't realized that 
urtian disorders were in a way a 
violent consequence of rural ixjverty 
Migration from the farms to the cities 
creates and complkates many 
big-city problems. 

People like Edvwrd Breathitt (head 
of Presklem Johnson's advisory 
commission on rural poverty and, 
now, the Ford Foundation's Institute 
for '":ural Amenta) believe that the 
nation's rural problems must be 
solved tiefore the urban crisis can 
ever be alleviated 

The reasoning is simple. Improving 
existing city life will only nMke it 
more attractive to young people in 
rural areas. Their migration will 
further complicate urban living, and 
further deprive rural areas of young 
minds and bodies it de«ierstely 
needs. 

It should be clear that the urban 
crisis has made solving the rural crisis 
even more imfxjrtant But while some 
gains are being made in the ghetto, 
the children still go hungry 
Appalachia: the conaaquencat 
braadwid-baans diet are etdN 
ciriklran's faces. 

Strip-miners ttill exploit 
people and their land. Men who want 
to work cannot find jobs. And 
whatever good might be possible is 
ieopardized by the country's fiscal 
failures and h Mkires and the war in 
Vietnam. 

Attorney author Harry M. Caudill 
("Night Comes to the Cumberlands") 
draws a poignant paraHei to the war's 
aHect on the poverty program.

Carnegie 
Neglects

WASHINGTON (CPS) 
Suggesting that the federal 
government take a more active part 
in ttie financing of higher education 
in America has be en a papular 
pastime lately. 

So hat championing tha i i0ht of 
every aMe ftHdant to an education, 
regardless of hi* ability to pay. 

Those were the dual notas sounded 
again shortly before Christmas by ttie 
Carnegie Commission on Higher 
Education, in a report called "New 
Levels of Federal Responsibility " 

Clark Kerr, former president of the 
Uniwar s i l y of California at Berkeley 
and now diairman of tlie Carnegie 
Foondation-fundad Commistkxi, 
explains his proposals in terms of 
"quality and quantity" for higtier 
education in the 1970's. 

By 1976-77. he says, the federal 
governmenl will have to be bearing 
one-third of higher education's total 
cost in this country (estimated at $13 
billion) a* oppoiad to ttie one-fifth it

The Commission's 56-page report 
contains a total of 22 
recommendatkms (all handily written 
in language easily adaptable to 
legislation and witii price tags abaady 
attached) for expanded federal aid to 
higher education. 

Ttie recommendations would 
channel funds to students themselves 
(enabling them to choose their own 
institutkms), and to the schools for 
facHitie* and taiariat.

Five years ago. the 3b yeaf okl 
Gregory was earning $5,000 per week 
as a fulltime comedian, telling jokes 
such as the one about a waitress in a 
southern restaurant:

OK, said Gregory, "I don't eat 
cotored people Bring me a whole 
fried chicken " 

Gregory has always approached 
racial problems through lauj^ter. It 
has been estimated he hat tost over 
$1 million since 1962 in travel 
expenses and bypassed nightchjb 
bookings On the opposite end. he 
has been arrested rmre than 20 times 
for leading demonstrations. 

Gregory currently owns no cm and 
IS $35XX)0 in debt. Yet hit

New Legislation Helps 
Students Borrow Moi«ey

In an age when one computer firm 
runs ads saying, "Men should think; 
machines should work," FSU 
registration procedures are rapidly 
falling behind thOM adOpM at Other 
institutions. 

For many of the universities 
oontacted. tong lines of people have 
beoome otMolete. AM information 
raceived iMas from univertities ranging 
from 12,000 to 42flOQ in 
enrollment. Common to a majority 
were pre-registration with the bulk of 
the workload being handled t>y 
computers through the mail. 

OTHER SCHOOLS 

The main campus of the University 
of Missouri is located in Columbia. 
Its student population is around 
17.500. The registration process is 
simple — all IBM. Students obtain 
packets from the registrar's office, fill 
Out cards, have the cards signed by an 
adviser and then submit them to the 
office. 

The Information received is fed 
into computers, and from that source 
comes a computer readout of the 
student's irwiividual scfwdule. Like

fr eshmen prior to the fall school 
year. 

Of course, Missouri is ck>se in size 
to FSU, What about some university 
much larger' Enrollment at NYU is 
42.000 spread over two different 
physical campuses. 

At NYU the students are mailed 
their packets and the only lines 
normally encountered are for your 
adviser. The general time limit on 
that line is IS minutas. John 
Belmo ri l e , managing editor of the 
Washington Square Journal boasts, 
"We have on campus one of the 
largest computers on the East Coast ' 
Strangely enough, cenam staff 
members here at Florida State fiave 
also remarked on the capatiilfties of 
the latest computer here 

JUST STARTING 

One school just getting started on 
automated registratkin Is the 
University of California at Los 
Angles. There. Jeff Perlman, city 
editor of the Daily Bruin noted 
however that students have always 
registered by mail. At UCLA, it is a 
"very simple process," said Perlman. 

This reporter registarad at the 
Uniwenity of Florida in less than 15 
minutes. Of course, they also utilize a

The Board of Regents has 
requested $482.3 millton in operating 
funds for the next two yeers vvhich 

Chancellor Robert B Mautz said 
would enable the State University 
System to serve 32.5 per cent more 
students and improve slightly 
Florida's overall position in higher 
education 

In a presentation to the State 
Planning and Budget Commission and 
members of the Lagitteture, the 
Regent* also «tod that $298.3 
million be provMed to equip the nine 
state universities to admit more than 
1(38,000 students by September, 
1973, and to expend , the State'* 
medical facilities. 

Recalling tfiat Gov Claude R. 
Kirk, Jr., had established a goal of 
nvking Fk)rkla fkst in educatton, 
Chanceik>r tMutz saU: 

"The Miuniption of these oom i* 
an investment in Fkjrkla's future and 
to the extent that this budget does 
make an advance in terms of faculty 
salaries and provisions for additional 
Students it represents progress toward 
lealizing this goal of making Florida 
first in education." 

Dr. Mautz tokJ the group of state 
off mHbIs and legielator* in the windup 
of the first week of pr o l eiiio n 
budget hearins that all but $79.8 
million of the requested operating 
funds would be needed just to 
maintain present programs at their 
current levels for the expanded 
student body. 



He explained that $31. 8 million of 
this $79.8 million in extra funds 

iNOuU be used by the Regents for 
alary incraMM. half of twhich wouW 
go to membera of the faculty. 

Another $6.8 millton wouM go to 
expand programs at the Unreersity of 
Florida Health Center, inchiding the 
opening of a new dental school. An 
additional S4 million would be 
pirovided lo prepare for the opening 
of the IWedical College at the 
University of South Ftorida Staffing 
for the new state uitiversities in Dade 
and Duval counties wiouki oome in 
for another $2.1 mMlkMi, and the 
Continuing Educatktn Center in Dede^ 
Couiity, which is the forerunner of 
the new university, would receive 
$2.4 million Other major items of 
new cost include $5.5 million for 
decentralizing the physical planning 
functkWl for the State University 
System, and $1J milton for 
expansfam of the University of 
Fkirkla's GENESYS faciBty for 
off-campus instruction at West Palm 
Beach- 
Opening the presentatton for the 
Board, newly-elected Chairman D. 
Burke Kibler. Jr., of Lakeland

New York. 

The FBI het been checking fingerprints of those concerned and the beverage 
depmment hes not offkrieHy iswed the beer licanae yet. But the dean of students 
is "conf klBnt" that all is ironed out and legal. 

No alcohol will be served at Thursday's show opening, but the taps are 
expected to run on Friday night, if the license comes through by then. 

The project which drew its life blood from student sweat and funds while the 
faculty club went after the beer license, has been hush-hush.

'The significant aapect of this goal 
Is that there is raoognitnn by the 
Board of Regents that un i ver sit ies 
must be limited in the areas in which 
they offer programs," the Chairman 
sakl. 

"In the Stale University System as 
a whole there should be programs 
which fill the needs of tfie citizens of 
the State. Only wtien existing 
facilities cannot take care of student 
demand and their enl a r g ement wouki 
not be as economical as 
eslablishmem of another program in 
another location should programe 
and facitilies be duplicated" 

Dr. Mautz explained that about 50 
per cent of the toul cosu of 
operating the State Uniwartity 
System was represented by faculty 
aataries.The 1960-71 budget propoees 
that faculty pay be incraeaad an 
average 9.2 per cent the first yev of 
the binennkim and 7.3 per cent the 
second year. The Chanceltor said the 
9 2 per cent increase was needed to 
bring faculty salaries up to the 
average of comparable instiiuttons 
throughout the U.S., and that 7.3 per 
cent represented the amount needed 
to keep faculty pay at the nMional 
average the second year. 

The RaoMitt bwlBat pnwidn for a 
total increaae of 4,532 uw ieer sit y 
empkiyes. of wMch 1,962 wouM be 
teulty. 

The $492.3 millk>n requested for 
operations represents an increase of 
S206 7 million over the amount 
appropriated for the current 
biennium. Of ttie total requested. 
$388.7 million would coma from 
general revenue, end t»ie belica 
from trust funds which are derived 
targety from student fees. 

To help finance the incraesed 
budget, the Regents proposed that 
student fees be raised from SI 25 to 
$150 per quarter for Fk>rkJa 
students, and that fees for 
out-of state students be incraesed 
from a total of $325 per quvter to 
$375. Chancelk>r Mautz sakl that this 
increase, if approved, wouM place 
Ftorida universities in ttie upper 
quartile among pubMc collages and 
universities m the nation in the 

amount of student fees 

Fred Parker of Tallahassee. 
Chairman of the Boards Buikiing 
Committee fi'plainwJ that the $298 3 
million requested for capital outlay 
covered building needs for the seven 
existing universities in the system, 
including the Health Centers of the 
University of FkKida and Umversity 
of South F k>ride and the Institute of 
Food and Ay^kailtural Sciences of 
the University of Fkvkla.

Acting Vice Resident for Student Affairs John Arnold s decision is 
based upon his interpretation of paragraph 7.41A of the Board of 
Regents Operating Manual which became effective last Tuesday and 
reads as follows: 

"Students shall be free to join university organizations. Student 
organizations may be officially recognized by the University when 
approved by Student Governments or appropriate student faculty 
.committees on campus. An officially recognized organization must not 
'have as a purpose, either in name or in fact, the advocacy of the 
.overthrow of the government by force or other unlawful means. Other 
ilimitations may be placed on their continued recognition by the 
-university agencies concerned. " ^

Jefs Upset Coifs 16-7 in' Super' Victory

MIAMI lAP) -- Flamboyant Joe 
Namath, the shaggey-haired 
5400,000 baby, led his New York 
Jets to a jolting 16-7 upset of the 
National Football League champion 
Baltimore Colts Sunday in the third 
Super Bowl game just as he said he 
twould. 

Gritty Matt Snell slashed, 
pounded arxi bulled his way through 
the Colts' vaunted defense, setting up 
the Jets ground game that enabled 
Namath's passing game to go. 

It was the first victo'-v for the 
9 year-old American Football League< 
in this pro football championship and 
a real shoclcer - the Colts ware 
favored by a wtiopping 18 points. 

The Jets victory was one of the| 
most spectacular upsets in I 
professional sports. 

Snell scored the Jets their only 



touchdown on an 8-yard march in 
the second period, highlightei) by 
deadly passes from Namath to Snell 
and George Sauer. Snell carried over 
from the four. 

Jim Tuner connected for three 
field goals - for 32 yards. 30, and 
nine. 

The Jett broke the back of the 
Colts' offense with four 

interceptions, including two key ones 
by Randy Beverly in the end /one, 
choking off what looked like almost 
certain touchdowns. Johnny Sample 
made another on the Jet two. 

Johnny Unitas. the golden arm of 
football who has been sidelined most 
of the year with a bad right elbow, 
came into the game near the end of 
the third period when it was apparent 
Earl Morrall was off form. 

He sparked a brilliant SO yard 
touchdown march with Jerrv Hill 
firally bulling through from the one 
after the Jets twice had held with

their tiacks to the goal. 

Again the Colts came ba< k. using 
an onskie kick to get possession of 
the ball on the Jet 44. Passes from 
Unrtas to Willie RKhardson and 
Jimmy Orr carried to ttw Jet 19 but 
there Unitas was foiled three times in 
a row 3r>d the Jets took over. 

The Jets' second quarter 
touchdown came moments after it 
appeared that the Colts couldn't ba 
stopped. 

A twuncing punt by David Lae 
gave the Jets the ball on their three. 
In two tries Snell imssheU to the 12 
and then Namath passed to Gaorga 
Sauer Jr.. who had a fast down in 
grasp only to fumble when hit hard 
by Lenny Lyies. 

Ron Porter recovered for the Colts 
on the Jets' 12 Tom Matte carried to 
the SIX and tarl Morall hit Tom 
Mitchell in the end zone, but he 
juggled the ball and Bavorly 
intercepted for the Jets. 

Thus saved from <Ssaslar. the Jets 
went to work from their 20 with a 
vengeance. It two tries Snell made it 



first down on the 33 and then 
galtoped to the 46 for another firsr 
down.

Gucurcmteed Student 
Loans Now Effective 



Students requiring additional 
funds to help supplement their OMm 
funds to meet educational expenses 
can nom borrow from their school, 
regardless of their slate of rssidenoe, 
under the now Guaranteed Student 
Loan Program. 

The U.S. Office of Education 
amended the Student toan Program 
to allow guaranteed loans to 
non-resident students. The act also 
opens the way for such organizations 
as commercial lending institutions, 
insurance companies, and pension 
funds to become eligible to make 
federally insured loans to students. 
Many of these organizations had been 
willing to make student k>ans. but 
had not been able to locate a source 
of guarantee. 

Since the beginning of the 
program, more than SI billion has 
been loaned to students. The Office 
of Education expects that 750,000 
loans totaling more than $641 
million will be made this year. 

Students may borrow up to 
SI, 500 a year up to a maximum of 
37,500, including k>ans made for 
graduate school study. Rapaymant 
begins after the student has left 
school and may be extended over a 
period from five to ten years, with 



Education 
Programs 
Involvement 

A comprehensive effort to get 
college students inwohiad in US. 
Office of Education programs has 

been announced by U.S. Education 
Commissioner Harold Howe II. 

"Student viewpoints are altering 
our universities, our social practices, 
and the intellectual, political, and 
spiritual life of our Nation," 
Commissioner Hovm said. "It is 
.imperative that Federal education 
efforts reflect these viewpoints and 
that the Office of EducatkMi makes 
positive use of the enthusiasm of 
today's students which, despite the 
inexcusable excesses of a minority, is 
by and large directed to the great 
public issues of our time " 

The Commissioner identified four 
means by which the Office of 
Education will utilize the taientt of 
students: 

First, studem representatives will 
be appointed to serve as regular 
members of appropriate public 
a*/isory committees and consultant 
review panisls. And program directors 
will invite student representatives to 
conferences and seminars sponsored 
or financed by the Office of 
'Education. 

Second, program guidelines will be 
amended to encourage proposal 
wiriters to show evklence of diiact 
student participation in the 
devekipmem, administration and 
evaluation of programs. Whenever 
possible, program directors will 
eiKOurage the submission of student 
initiated and implemented proposals 
Third, the Bureaus of Higher 
Education and Educational Personnel 
Development will form an informal 
student advisory group which could 
from time to time provide the Off ice 
of Education with a sampling of 
student opinion on educational issues 
and Federal programs. 

Finally, the Office of Education 
aitl provkle summer student interns 
with more relevant work experiences 
in the Office, as recommeiKled by a 
group of this year's summer interns.

Hippie Police? 

LONDON (CPS) - in October, 
30-40,000 persons declared 
themselves ready to anend a meeting 
in London to protest the Vietnam 
war; anarchists groups had even 
announced plans to storm the key 
economic centers of the city.

When a group 
finally tried to break through the 
barrier, the policemen, drawn up in 
successive lines, withstood the impact 
of the most viotent studanta, stood 
their ground (some with Mniles on 
their faces). ..and won.

VMS full of praises for this proof of 
"sympathy and democracy." The 
police, unlike many others we know, 
had not loat thair tanvar.

The UF 's Rathskeller will break Florida's antiquated, unwritten code 
against the allowance of alcohoik: beverages on state school property. 

The marmer in whKh the UF is complying with the legal 
requirements and ethical considerations of this new noble experiment Is 
deserving of praise for ite professional approach. 

Those under 21 will be given tags which will permit them to 
purchase soft drinks and food. Limitatmns will be plaoed on the amount 
of beer consumed by the over-21 set. 

An Austrian chef has been hired to prepare the menu and supervise 
the food operations. Native costumes, a planned moat and beer ^den 
will provide authentic Bavarian atmosphere. 

As for the possibility of this noble experiment feilina UF students 
have warned that, although the Rathskeller will be a wonderful place to 
meet and greet fellow students, they will be the first to ask that it be 
shut down if it turns Into a bar. 

There is no doubt that this well thought out plan is more in accord 
wrth modern college life than the current "no-beer" policy in existence 
at other state universities. 

An issue involved in the prohibition of beer on campus concerns the 
unequal treatment of students who are over 21. 

Those who live on campus are not permitted to posses or consume 
alcholic beverages in their residences, although they may do so off 
campus. 

However, students over 21 who live off campus are permitted to 
posses and consume beer in their residences. 

•n short, onompus students are subject first to university 
regulations and then to slate law regarding consumption of beer 
whereas off -campus students have only to comply with state law (being 
over 21 ) in order to be altowed to possess and consume beer. 

It does not take much intelligence to realize that students living on 
campus bring beer (and the harder stuff) into their residences in a 
manner similar to the treatment of contraband goods. 

Believe it or not, FSU has a Rathskeller of its own. It is located 
betow the University Union cafeteria. Entrance is via a stairway near 
the fountain service area. 

It is interesting to note that "Rathskeller" as defined in Webster's 
means a restaurant of the Gernan type that serves beer, whisky wine 
etc., usually below the street level." 

Sincethe Board of Regente and the UF's administration have given 
their blessings to this new approach toward college life, there is no 
reason to continue the current FSU policy of prohibitkm. 

Beer shouM be alkwved on campus in a manner siir^lar to the UF 
approach.

Ttie controversial provision of tt>e 
BOR Operating f^nual reads in part 
(quoting from Fairdoth's opinion) 

"Student organisations rnay tie 
officially recognized by the 
u w lw e i' lit y when approved by Student 
GoMmments or an appropriate 
atudent-faculty cum i niua e * on 
campus." 

I n his opinion Faircloth aaid: 

'The quoted portkm of .(theli 
regulation permits, but does not 
require, a university to officially 
recognize a student organization 
wtten such organization has been 
approved by Student Government or 
appropriate atudent-faculty 
committees. 

"You wiH note thet the regulation 
contains the language "may be 
oHkrially recognized" not "than be 
officially recognized." "May" is 
construed to be permissive, wheraaa 
"shall" wouid lie oona»iMd to be 

marxlatory." 

Faircloth pointed out that "The 
quoted portion of the regulation does 
require prior epproval by Student 
Government or (the] appropriate 
sludant-fooulty oommtttee before a 
student organization may be 
offkaaHy reoogntoed by the 
university, but does not require the 
university to raoogniza aM 
organizations which IWM received 
such approval . 

"This conclusion is buttressed by 
thet portwn of Paragraph 7.4 of the 
OperatifV Manual of the Florida 
State Board of Regents, whKh reed* 
asfolkMvs: 

"Student Government Ml.be the 
representative of all students end ia- 
encouraged to function on campu*, 
with tfie recognition that ultimate

At a time when student unrest has become the ratkMiale for "dissent 
by demonstration," it is important to consider a vital requirement for 

student power. 

It is STUDENT RESPONSIBILITY. 

Recent statistics point out that more than one-half of tfie United 
States' population is under 28 - proving that we are a young nation 
seeking identification with a society entrusted to us 

Because the voice of America's youth is co n ce ntrate d on the nation's 
college campuses, it is important for that voice to be a competent, 
responsible one directed toward well-thought out goals. 

Last Spring's censorship controversy provided a rude awakening for 
university administrators and governmental leaders in education. 

For the first time, FSU students collectively expressed their desire 
not only to be heard, but to be LISTENED TO. 

That confrontation tested the policies of the Board of Regents, the 
will of the administration and the determination of the students. 

INtow, those elements are being tested again - and the results of this 
test will set the course for Florida State University. 

The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) have taken the single 
issue - denial of recognition as a student organization by the 
administration - and tagged on several other issues whkh involve the 
phikwophy and govermental structure of Fkwida - and to a large 
extent, the South, 

Some of SDS's "demands" (a most unfortunate word) are legitimate- 
others are mere "scattergunning" efforts to include many of the moral 
and ethical problems affecting the entire nation. 

If SDS is desirous of seeking solutions to some of its listed demands 
the proper course to take would be through the Cfty and CountJ 
Commissions and State Legislature 

The group's only compelling issue at this point is denial of university 
recognmon - this is the issue SDS shouW direct its attention toward 
and not scatter far and wide in an attempt to put the world's problem^ 
under one umbrella. 

Today, SDS has planned another rally on the steps of Weslam It is 
hoped that when Acting Vice President for Student Affairs John

SDS members and supporters 
gathered along the walls attd In tf>e 
aisles before Goldberg began his 
speech, but left when stiouts came 
from the rear of the auditorium that 
Schrama had been arrested. 

He was charged with disorderly 
conducted and released from jail 
under $30 bond. 

Foltowing his release. Schrama 
returned to Longmire Lounge where 
students gathered after GokHxrg's 
talk. 

Two incidents marred Goldl)erg's 
speech. One occurred when a 
student, Wayne Witgenstein, held up 
a sign that raad 'mare is freedom at 
FSU."' 

Tfte "S" of tttat sign was in the 
form of a Nazi swastika. 

Witgenstein was later arrested as 
he tr'ed to bring the sign into the 
Longmire Lounge where a reception 
was being hekJ for Goklberg. He wwas 
charged with disobeying an officer's . 
legal order. 

Reinhard related the events 
leading up to the arrest of Schrama, 
saying the education senior went 
outskle to get a siyi and was on his 
way to wa rd ttw auditorium whan he 
was stopped and was taken outsfala 
the tMiMing. 

Reinhard saM Schrama toW the 
campus police he wanted to be 
arrested, rather than having the 
matter handled administratively. 

Arnold. In explaining the 
situation, said the deironstrators 
were informed of the regulations 
earlier in the evening and Schrama 
vMa idU again«s ha triad to enter the 
auditorium. 

A group of about 30 students 
marched to tlie city polfax station 
and a group of about 200 went to the 
Goldberg reception at Longmire.

According to Robert M. 
Shoemaker, placement dkvctor at 
Florida State University, one of tfie 
122 colleges and universities 
participating in the College 
Placement Council's Salary Survey, 
the Placement Council has found 
that, unlike last year's unusually slow 
start, recruiting in the early months 
of the 196fr68 SMon has come dose 
to rivaling ttia aM-time high of t«M> 
years ago. The Council's data are 
faasad on actual offers being made to 
male students at representative 
institutk>ns from coast to coast. 

Last year at this time the number 
of offers to i>achelor's<Jegree 
candidates in the technical disciplines 
was down 26 per cent over tfie 
previous January. This year the 
January volume is up 25 per cent 
over a year ago, and the total of 
2,179 offers is just short of the 
all-tiiTie high of two years ago. 

Non technical volume, which had 
experienced only a slight dip "last 
January, this season is up 14 per 
cent, and the total of 840 offers is 
above the January peak set In 1967 
The maior reason for tfie rise in 
volume ii the incraased activity of 
the a aw ni aee industry whose offers 
traditionally aociMint for tfie largest 
sfiare of the voluine in Salary Survey 
reports. CPC's initial report for 
711 



offers, compared with only 386 last 
year The January high for aerospace 
was 924 in 1967. Most employer 
groups have made more offers tfian a 
year ago but their tempo hasn't risen 
as sharply. 

Greater activity is alos the case at 
tfie advaiKed degree levels, with 
masiar's volume up from 294 offers a 
year ago to 377 and the doctoral 
total up from 101 to 151.

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Russians Cancel Canada Tow

WIMNEPEG, CAMADA (API 
Gordon Juckes, executive director of 
the "Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association, said late Tuesday that 
international pressure is being 
brotight to bear to have Russia 
revAse its decision to cancel an 
eigHt-gsme tour of Canada that was 
to have started Friday. 

The Russians announced the 
cancellation in Moscow earlier 
Tuesday. Their team v^as to have left 
for Canada Monday night 
Cancellation of the games w3uld 
mean a loss of about 535,000, 
Canadian officials estimated. 

The games were to have been a 
preparation for the world hockey 
championships in Stockholm, 
Sweden, March 15-30. A sellout of 
the 16,485' seat Toronto Maple Leaf 
Gardens already had been announced 
for Surxfay's game. 

The last minute action of the 
Russians recalled a simila' 
cancellation of the Soviet-United 
States track meet in Los Angeles in 
1966. 

The Russians then blamed the US. 
invotvement in Vietnam. This time 
they said financial agraements had 



gone awry and added that the 
Canadian team they were scheduled 
to meet mm competing in a Colorado 
tournament. 

There is no tournament scheduled 
in Cokirado this month. 

If the Russians do not change their 
mind, the Canadians have asked for 
"immediate and full suspension" of 
the USSR frorr the Inter rational Ice 
Hockey Federation. 

Such suspension would bar the 
Soviets from any internatiortal 
competition, including defense of 
their work! championship at 
Stockholm. Juckes saM he had 
received no direct ivord from Soviet 
hockey officials that the Canadian 
tour had been cancelled, aside from a 
garbled cable received late Monday 
Hoivever, a press report of the 
cancellation from Moscow Tuesday 
had been confirmed by tt»e Canedian 
embassy there. 

Juckes said that on the basis of 
present information it appears the 
cancellation also applied to a tour by 
the Moscow Selects, a Soviet B team, 
for late Fetwuary and early March.

Affairs Jack Arnold said today he is 
filing charges with the Student Body 
Solicitor General agalnit two 
•tudantt for violethMie of Board of 
Regents and FloridB State Uniwartity 
polKles.

Meanwhile. Vice President for 
Academic Affairs E.L. Chalmers Jr. 
offered his interpretation of the 
events surrounding Wednesday 
night's incident at Westcott which led 
to the arrest of Schrama and 
Witgenstein. 

"On Wednesday evening, January 
15, several of tlie students ««ha teere 
demonstrating or pkHceting outsklB 
Westcott attempted to carry their 
Signs into Westcott Auditorium 
des(iitf repeated uvarnings that such 
action would constitute a violation of 
these policies. Most students left 
their signs outside and were promptly 
admitted. Timo ftudentt persisted in 
the effort to enter with signs. 

"Both were subsequently aiietlad 
for disorderly conduct - one In the 
Westcott kibby, the other in the 
tobby of Longmire during tfie 
reception for Amtiassador Goldberg. 
Both students have been charged 
with violations of University 
regulations. This latter charge is 
solely a matter for dispositnn within 
the Umvenity, and will be tried by 
he Student Honor Court," Chabnara 
aid. 

"The decisKMi to permit students 
to demonitrete or picket outside 
Westcott is based upon currem 
University policies These same 
policies specifically prohibit 
d w i iomtratwns or picketing within 
any University buiMing," he added.

Two days ago, the Flambeau urged all students to ecercise 
. responsibility in thought and deed as a con«n>Mny fa rewn d on our 
campus. 

That controversy involves many constitutional issues which are being 
tested across the nation on our college campuses - among them the 
right to express one's opinion without fear of reprisal and the right to 
peacefully asnmble for the purposes of expressing a point or points of 

: view. 

These rights apply to all equally; but when a person seeking to 
express himself violates the rights of others and the laws of his domain, 
those rights lose their cloak of absolutism. 

As former United Nations Ambassador Arthur Goldberg prepared to 
address a Westcott audience Wednesday night, a few students dropped 
that mantle of responsibility and allowed their emotions to rule over 
their reason and logic 

There is no denying that we live in troubled times in which the 
college student is calling into question many of the truths and values 
which have become an integral part of our tradition - and v*hich 
heretofore have been accepted as rote without questioning. 

There is no denying that peaceful dissent over an inequitable rule of 
law is healthy in that it promotes the exchange. of many and varied 
id^ as to ways of resolving the difficulties affecting our daily lives. 
But, vifhen violence rears its ugiy head, dissent only serves to 
. antagonize, irritate and crystallize opposition when support is needed. 
In short, violence serves no constructive purpose. 
The incident which marred Goldberg's appearance was unfortunate 
and unnecessary. The former secretary of labor under John F. Kennedy 
and former United States Supreme Court justice is a proponent of the 
right to dissent, and believes that such peaceful dissent is healthy in a 
dynamic, ever-changing society. 

He is the last man students clamoring for the legal rights of free 
speech and freedom of assembly should display their animosity before. 

If Wednesday's rally on Westcott lawn and subsequent confrontation 
and arrests revealed anything concrete, it is that those of us who wish 
to preserve our society must work hard to bridge the communication 
and generation gaps before the chasm becomes too wide and the waters 
too deep. 

We are torn apart philosophically by trying to justify the idea that 
our governmental leaders preach peace but wage war; by claiming we 
are a nation based upon equality while millions of Americans live and 
die in poverty with barely a roof over their heads. And on and on... 

There is no doubt that these apparent irreconcilable inconsistencies 
must be seriously studied NOW. 

To say that what happened Wednesday night in Westcott was right or 
wrong would only serve as a value judgment and would serve no 
constructive ends toward making certain that such unfortunate 
incidences do not occur again. 

The answer, in the last analysis, must come from our minds and ' 
hearts. Individually, we must decide which paths our university, state 
and nation are to take. 

It can only be hoped that we are rational enough and intelligent 
enough to realize that what our decision is will mold the course of 
history. 

If that decision arises from the collective yearning of all of us. that 
decision will be right

areas of the Great Society.

Fletcher also clairried that the

unwiNingness to make en unpopular 
although just decision." 

"Ouf society cannot judge men 
based on group affiliations. A free 
country, a university, cannot restrict 
thought to the popular. Individuals 
are each responsible for their own

action and if one by word or by deed 
of-fers a 'clear and present' danger to 
the society, then he must suffer the 
consequences commensurate with his 
actions," Fletcher suted. 

Flalchar seid that there are 
adequate stale and federel laws to 
cover any "cNer and present" danger, 
and there is no need for the 
university to make new ones. 

Fletcher further stated that if the 
arrested students are found guilty in 
a court of law, then they should be 
punished. "Justice is a two-way 
street. If we ask for it, then we must 
be willing.to accepted it," he said. 

Tha statement by Fletcher comes 
on tha hiais of a Mstament by 
University Precidant John E. 
Champion, who promised to pay 
dose attention to reoommendattons 
of recognized faculty and student 
regarding university recognition of 
organizatkins. 

Both Faculty and Student Senates 
pessed resolutions calling for the 
university to cease recognizing 
campus orgMtizalionc. thus giving any 
organization tha right to use 
university facilities. 

The Special Presidential 
Committae on Student Affairs also 
poHed a similar resohition

SectkMf II - Who Shall Hot Be Required To Live 
In University Housing - All male students who have 
accumulated at least 36 quarter hours or reached 
the age of 21 yeers, and all women studarttt who 
have accumulated at least 90 quarter hours or 
reached the age of 21 years are eligible for 
nonsupervieed off -campus housing.

NEW YORK (API - Stan Musiel 
•nd Roy Cempanella. CMrh a 
three-time most valuable player in 
the National League, have been 
elected to Baseball's Hall of Fame, it 
was announced today. 

Musial. a seven-time NL batting 
champion with he St. Louis 
Cardinals, becanrie the fourth player 
to be elected to the ftell on his first 
try. The others were Bob Feller of 
Cleveland, Ted Williams of the 
Boston Red Sox and Jecfcie Robinson 
of Brooklyn. 

Campanella, whose career as a 
Brooklyn catcher ended on Jan. 28, 
1958 when he suffered pvalyzing 
injuries in an automobile accident, 
missed by eight votes of being eiectad 
last year when Joe Medwick was 
named. 

In the 1968 voting by members of 
the Baseball Writers' Associrtion of 
Amerka, Musial was nameU on 317 
baltots and Campenelia on 270. A 
vote of 75 per cent or 255 mas 
necessary for election. 

Musial, now a senior vice president 
of the Cardinals, retired in 1963 after 
21 seasons with St. Louis during 
which he compifed a career batting 
average of 331. Ha opturad the 
batting title in 1943.

The bill, enacted in five parts, provides as foNows: 

1 "All wonrten students of at least sophomore level 
(those who have completed at least 36 quarter hours) are 
eligible for self-regulated hours, 

2 "All male students who have accumulated at least 36 
quarter hours or reached the age of 21 years, and all women 
students who have accumulated at least 90 quarter hours or 
reeched the age of 21 years are eligble for residence in 
rKMvsupervisad off -campus housing; 

3. "All students who have reached the age of 21 years 
shall be permitted to possess and consume ah»hoiic 
beverages in university housing; however, the housing 
goviTnments may prescribe joint stixiy areas ar»d social 
areas wherein they may restrict the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages with ihe exception that no housing 
government may restrict this to entire living areas; 

4. "The housing governments are empowered to I'ropose 
programs for regular perodic co-educational visitation 
which Shalt take effect wtien ratified l>y two-thirds of tlie 
house reskJents"; and 

5. "New students who pay their room deposit and 
housing fees and later deckle not to attend FSU shall forfeit 
only their room deposit, and shall be entitled to tiave their 
fnusing fees returned. 

The Senate, increatmg the undersecretary for student 
organizations post, ii> reciuirmg that officer to maintain a 
public file of the annual statements filed by each student 
organization, as required under the bill. 

The statement must include the name of the 
organization, three copies of ttie constitution and by laws, a 
Hst of oHicers and, where, appropriate, the name of the 
faculty adviser. 

The Senate also passed a pro(»sed amendment to the 
Student Body Constitution by adding a Dedaratton of 
Rights as follovrt: 




A. "Each student sliaN be aubjacl to the nries of the 

courts and the administratton but ttiese rules stiall at no 
time arxl in no way abridge the student's rights as a citizen 
under the United States Constitution or tfie Constitution of 
the State of F lorida 

B. "Students shall be free to join university 
organizaliont."

Advertising is one of the most often 
criticized and least understood professions. 
It is also one of the most complex, 
involving consumer needs and desires, 
market economics, tastes, semantics, the 
arts, persuasion, and a host of other 
factors. In advertising, as in many other 
fields, there is a constant quest for 
originality and creativity. Today's 
consumer— more sophisticated and better 
educated than ever before— demands it. 

Different advertising techniques are 
needed to sell different products. 
Audiences must be carefully evaluated. 
Advertising that sells soft drinks could not 
be successfully used to sell— say— heavy 
machinery, surgical instruments or 
textbooks. Effective techniques must be 
visually or graphi(»lly arresting— and 
augmented by carefully chosen language— 
to express the salient features of the 
product or service to the listening, 
viewing, or reading audience. A "creative" 
ad that merely displays ingenuity, or 
shocks, without presenting the product in 
such a manner as to persuade its purchase 
on the basis of merit, as well as its 
intangible benefits, cannot be considered 
really creative. 

Aiivertising is never an end in itself: its 
goal is to communicate knowledge so that 
the consumer may exertnse his freedom of 
choice, his intelligence, and his desire to 
buy or not. However, even the most 
creative and persuasive advertising will 
not sustain sales of inferior merchandise 
for very long. 

Television has not replaced other media in 
importance. While the impact of television 
cannot be denied, use of print advertising, 
billboards, direct mail, and other media 
are at an all-time high. 

Like you, I deplore pedestrian and tastelMS 

advertising. Likewise, i deplore "trashy" 

books, inferior movies, poor plays. 
Advertising has the comprex task of 
appealing to all tastes, ail intelligence 
levels, all ages, and both sexes. A person is 
subject daily to over 16,000 advertising 
messages. Many are informative, 
entertaining, motivating, precise, practical ; 
many show a lack of creativity, poor taste, 
and over-use of gimmicks. In the final 
analysis, judgment is passed by eech of 
us in our buying decisions. 

In our sensitivity to that which we m^ 
find objectionable, we should also note 
that the advertising business donates some 
$260 million dollars worth of public 
service advertising each year . . . Smokey 
the Bear, the Peace Corps, Keep America 
Beautiful, the Red Cross, the United 
Negro College Fund, Mental Health. 
CARE. UNICEF, Radio Free Europe, 
and many more worthwhile campaigns. 

From what I know of advertising firms 
and their people, I believe the profession 

offers one of the most challenging, 
fulfilling careers available. Keen young 
critics like yourself are needed to 
constantly upgrade the quality of its 
services, and shape them to fit the precise 
future needs of society. This will continue 
to assure responsiveness to the needs 
by the consuming public.

Three days ago, members of the Tallahassee press corps met with the 
subcommittee on community and alumni affairs to discuss ways of 
bridging the gap between the university community and the Tallahassee 
oommunity. 

Before offering suggestions as to how these two distinct spheres can 
better understand the purposes and roles of one another, certain points 
disonsed at that meeting must be brought out. 

First, the Tallahassee news media rely heavily on the University 
Information Sovices to provide news regarding university activities. 

Therefore, what the newspaper, television and radio reporters and 
commentators learn about FSU Is to a large extent based upon material 
received from the Information Services and its right arm, the news 
bureau. 

So the question to be determined is whether the news bureau, as the 
unwersity's liaison with the Tallahassee press corps, is providing the 
media with news reports which accurately reflect the mood and life 
conditions of students, as well as faculty and administrators, at FSU. 

Herein Hes the problem. 

According to Invormatioo Services Director Mike Beaudoin, his 
office performs public relations services for the university. This is why 
the volume of news releases from that office tell about aholarship 

awards, faculty citations and related information. 

While there is no doubt that such "good" news is a part of university 
life and therefore should be reported, it is interesting to note that the 
news bureau has not yet prepared a story relating to the SDS conflict 
over university recognition and Mr. Beaudoin could not recall the news 
bureau ewer having done a slory on last Spring's censorship controversy. 

While the reason given is that both events were sufficiently covered 
by the state and local press and therefore efforts of the news bureau 
would serve only as a duplication of effort, the lack of an in-depth 
article or story from the news bureau points up a broddor i-roblem: the 
news bureau does not concern itself sufficiently with the mood of the 
students in its news releases. 
^ ,, *° Beaudoin, the primary goal of his office is "to help 

foster an atmosphere of support for the very finest education for our 
students, service to the state and nation and research that will further 
these two goals." 

As such, the Information Services must show the university in as 
favorable a position as possibie: Nowhere in that policy statement are 
the words "to report the campus news as it happens in a manner 
conforming with the highest of professional jounalism standards." 

But, both Beaudoin and Pat Hogan, director of university relations, 
beheve there .s room for improvement and are open to suggestions as to 
wwys of mcreasmg the news coverage on campus and bridging the gap 
between the university and city 

Recognizing that the news bureau is understaffed, the Flambeau 
recommends that additional trained news reporters be hired on a full 
time basis to gather more student -elated news. 

There is little contact between student leaders in the university 
union and members of the news bureau located in Westcott This 
should be corrected. 

While this will not totally solve the communications problem it will 
provide that necessary first step toward bringiog FSU and the 
Tallahassee oonmMinity to a point of mutual understanding.

The structure of govariumnt in 
the university shouhf be approached 
in rather fresh terms" with the goal 
of granting to students greater 
participation in decision makif>g. Dr. 
Max Lerner observed during his 
appearaiKxat FSU Friday. 

In a private interview shortly 
bafore his lecture at Moora 
Auditorium, Or. Lamar, educator, 
author, and syndicated cofumnitt, 
called for a reorganization of the 
structure, using as a basis "the 
dartwcratic principle " 

"Three groups make up ttte 
university subculture faculty, 
sutdents, and admmistratkin," he 
commented. "The best way to 
organize tfiem it to give all three some 
dagraa of participation. I don't mean 
naeastarily an equal sham - but each 
of tfiem stwuld hava nma share." 



GREATEST STUDENT SHARE 

Students should have the greatest 
shara of daciiion making in parietal 
proMamt, Dr. Larnar noted. 'Thaaw 
are problamt of discipiplina and 
judiciary oonoaming tlw student* 
themselves." 

Students should also "very 
decidedly" have a hand in curricular 
organization, he continued 'After 
all. they know a good deal about it.

Not only must civil dissent be 

dllovveii because n is guaranteed by 
the Constitution, but because it is 
expedient to nnaioritv rule, he 
commented. "The only way by 
which majorities can devetop 
n»(oritv iwlicv IS by the coitipetiticw 



of ideas. Tfie only way you can get a 
competition of idea* i* through 
dissent." 

However, there are limits to 
dissent. Or. Lerner comnnented. 
Vnlence is one limit, "but there is 
anottwr one - where in asserting 
your dissent you prevent other 
groups from having access to thnigt 

to which they have a right. 

There is such a limit on the 
university campus, he noted. "I 



believe in dissent in the sense of 
demonstrations, in the sense of 
freedom of organizatnns, in the 
sense of getting programs to students, 
etc. 

"t do not tietieve, tiowever, ttiot 
any group of students lie* the right to 
chMe down a university - and 

paralyze the university - in pursuit 
of wfiatever the group's programs

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Two significant proposals have been passed by the student senate 
and are on President Lyman F letcher's desk. 

The first bill cuts into the current university restrictions regaiding 
both on-campus and off-campus housing and paves the way for 
alcoholic beverages to be permitted on campus. 

The second creates the post of undersecretary for student 
organizatioins and serves as a means of removing approval of student 
organizations from the university administration. 

While there is little doubt that these will be approved by President 
Fletcher,, the question arises as to what will happen to this important 
legislation AFTER these proposals are placed before Acting Vice 
President for Student Affairs John Arnold. 

After studying the. five parts of the Housing Act of 1969, the 
Flambeau is in accord with the Senate's attempts to liberalize housing 
regulations. 

The Senate simply is putting its faith inthestudents of this university 
- where it should be. The administration, if it is to live up to its goals 
of providing the most enlightened academic community, should place 
as much faith in the student body as has the student senate. 

Voth proposals should be ratified by the administration. 

The question of administrative review of student legislation is an 
issue which surrounds anticipated action on the two proposals 
mentioned above by the university administration. 

A check of Student Body Statutes 203.2 and 203.3 point out that 
student legislation is wbject to review bythevice president for student 
affairs. 

In essence, the acts of student government are not final until 
administrative action is taken. 

In an effort to place the presumption of finality where it belongs - 
with the students - the Flambeau suggests the following provision for 

inclusion in the statutes; 

"The acts of the student senate as approved by the president of the 
student body, shall be deemed final, subject to review procedures as 
determined by law." 

Such appeal procedures may be provided for through student 
government and then perhaps through the administration. 

But the presumption of finality will have been established in writing 
- and this is the overriding benefit of such a proposal. 

It is up tothe senate to initiate this action. 

The Flambeau has received many complaints from university 
employees and residents regarding the burdensome traffic and parking 
problems on this campus. 

As Acting Vice President for Student Affairs John Arnold pointed 
out recently, there are not enough parking spaces to adequately handle 
the number of vehicles which require the use of university facilities. 

But there are areas near Bill's Bookstore and Tully Gym which might 
best serve the university as parking facilities. 

There is no doubt that a muiti-levet parking facility would go a tong 
way toward relieving the campus traff k: problem. 

With staff, faculty and student parking becoming a more severe 
problem annually, the university must move swiftly to provide the 
needed spaca And such actmn is required NOW.

Florida State Conference Hopes Brighten

Florida State's hopes of entering 

the Southeastern Conference are 
closer to reality than ever before. 

"I believe that we ll be part of the 
SEC in one year, " FSU Athletic 
Director Vaughn Mancha oommented 
yesterday. 

Mancha and FSU President John 
Champion sat in on a meeting of the 



SEC presidents Friday, and emerged 
with hopes more optimistic than ever- 
before. 

"We received more encouragement 
than we've ever gotten in 
consideration for admission," 
Mancha said. 

The Seminoles have shown 
themselves to the nation over the past 
five years, and SEC members are 
beginning to reaiue that Florida 
State can contribute its fair share.

Ever sirtce its first year in collegiate athletic competition, Florida 
State has remained on independent status, remaining outside of ail 
conference affiliations. 

For many years, fiowever, there has been a movement afoot at FSU 
to gain entrance into the prestigious Southeastern Conference Backing 
this movement have been most of the coaches, athletic director Vaughn 
Mancha and University President John Champion. 

Surprisingly enough, our main stronghold of support v.ithin the 
conference has tseen the University of Florida and U of F President Dr. 
Steven O'Connell. 

Membership in the SEC has many advantages that could aid FSU 
tremendously. Number one among the plusses is the prestigue of t>eing 
an SEC team and the opportunity of winning the SEC Title in any one 
of the many areas of athletic competition. 

The Seminoles could retain the SEC Baseball Championship as often 
as the U of F wins the SEC Swim Championship or as often .as Alabama 
used to win SEC Football titles 

Another bigh plus to SEC membership is the tough competition. The 
Tribe could each year face such teams as Tennessee, Alabama and 
Georgia in foottiall, Vanderbilt. Kentucky and Tennessee in basketball 
arxl other fine squads in the other varsity sports. It tal<es a winning 
record on a rough schedule to gain national ranking and Florida State 
has proven itself in the past against "killer" schedules. 

Florida State woukJ bring much to the SEC itself. The Seminoles 
have been to post season football bowl games in four out of the last five 
years, are perennial contestants in the NCAA District Baseball 
Tournament and are fast rising on the basketball court. 

Both sides have much to gain with Florida State's entrance into the 
SEC. At the present time, a motion has been made for FSU's 
membership by the president of the U of F and seconded by the 
president of Louisiana State. The motion is in committee for 
consideration and study. Seminole chances are better this year than at 
any other time in the school's history for SEC me m bership. 

Next year, the ten present members of the SEC could find 
themselves fighting off the athletic efforts of a young but powerful 
eleventh member of southern Indians. 



Dr. Steven O'Connell. president of 
the University of Florida and a 
former Tallahasseean. has been a 
prime mover in the move to admit 
FSU to the conference. 

Friday. Dr. O'Connell motioned 
that FSU be admitted to he SEC; Dr 
John Hunter, preskient of Louisiana 
State, immediately Moonded thi 
motion. 

A committee was appoint^ to 
study the admission of FSU. and to 
look into the possibilities of splitting 
up the SEC into a twoHJiviswn 
conference. 

"There were four or five 
presidents realty pushing for us." 
Mancha sakj. 'This is the most 
encouraging thing that we've heard so 
far- 
Florida State has a good, broad 
program of athletics, and is not 
strong in |ust one area. 

The Seminole gridiron siiuad has 
taken FSU to four bowl games in five 
years, and produced several 
All Amerk:an players, notably Fred 
Biletnikof. Ron Sellers and Kim 
Hammond. 

Florida State has achieved 
national recogn't'on on the baseball 
diamond, going to the college Workl 
Series and sending numerous Stars to 
the major leagues. 

Swimming, tennis, and baskettjall 
are other sports where tfie Seminoles 
have come into the limelight. 

"Being in the conference miil 
really help us," Mancha said. 

"The siudentt and tens take more 
interest in a game when it's with a 
closp rival like Florida. Alabarra or 
Georgia,' he continued We took 
over 7.000 people with us to the 
Alat>ama game last year.

A new teaching device now is inttalled in FSU't IMalaorolasy ""ptnmtiW. « 
receiver .which Mces pictures from the ESSA 6 «Miiie on it> potar orbit 775 
miles high. 

The cloud picture^ covM-ing three pesws of the atellite every day, are used in 
the synoptic meteorology dass of Prof. David W. Stuart which meets three times* 



J. Van Domelin. meteorological technician for the depanment. said the three 
pictures taken on one pass of the satellite over Tallahassee provide a cloud 
of an area extending on the west from Mexico and Texas through the Dm 
into Canada, and from Greenland down to the northern tip of South America. 

The pictures, received direct from the setaHlte. are sevaral hours ah«d of 
facsimile pictures and also are better ones, he aid. 

The equipment, consisting of photo raoeiMr and oseiHosGapa and a diraciional 
antenna, has been fully tested and is operational. 

In addition to ESSA 6 the equipment also has taken some pictures from ESSA 
?>and with a change of crystals designed to receive a panicular frequency it is 
expected ttat pictuiw alio wiH be raeaiMd from ESSA 8. taindMd onl^ la« 

ESSA 6 orbits the earth every houv and 55 minutes but only three of the 
pasws provide usable cloud pictures for the local receiver.

The Board of Regents may soon be forced to require students in the 
state university system to attend classes during the suimner quarter. 
AMnugh the regents are not and never have been proponents of such 

a proposal, the Legislature may decide it is time to force some students 
to enroll during the summer session in order to save money and make 
eduGMkm a year-round operation. 

The impetus for a tegisiative mandate setting out rules that tell a 
student in which quarters he must enroll will come from Gov. Claude 
Kirk. 

Kirk has gone on record saying we should make education 
year round" and asked Chancellor Robert Mautz what would h^ipen if 
some students were required to attend thek courses during the summer 
quarter. 

Mautz said it could be done if necessary, but added that parents 
would object to such a requirement 

Kirk's reply to Mautz's statement is classical in that it shows his 
overriding concern for the taxpayer (translation: the voter) and 
apparently little concern for those most directly affected by this 
proposal, the students. 

This proposal, if adopted by the Legislature, wouM be the first step 
toward eventual requirement that students attend state universities 
NOT on a personal chokx basis but on a quota basis set up by the 
Board of Regents. 

The governor, budget commissron and Legislature wuuM be wise in 
studying the possible impact such a mandatory proposal wouki have on 
the students attending the state universities. 

Until such a study is undertaken and the results made known 
PoWKly. any proposal to require students to attend the summer quarter 
is premature at the very least. 

The theoretical concept of free public educatk)n' becomes 
seriously endangered when proposals such as the one mentfoned here 
reaches the ears of the university students. 

Until the Flambeau sees student oriented justification for such a 
program, it now goes on record in oppositiai of this proposal.

Committee of 77, and v«as. to say the least very 
disappointed. I was under the impression that the puroose 
of the committee was to study areas of concern to st uiJents. 
and recommends t>,at the President o' FSU take action to 
improve conditions on campus. After attending tha 
meeting, however, I am unsure as to ¥«tiat the real purpoaa 
of the committee is. 

I heard Ed Roadar make a prapoMi for a cooperative 
bookstore to kMwar the cost of books, which significantly 
h>wars tha cost of the overall echicatkinal expenses, and to 
make ttie bookstore mora raiponsive to student needs H^^ 
proposal IMS reiectad in favor of a proposal to turn the 
bookstore over to the University Union Board. 

This proposal mas supported by mambars of the present 
student government Merarchy who weae praaaiii at the 
meeting. 

What this proposal provkles for is to have the Union 
Board administrate the affairs of tha bookstore, and most 
important of all. administar tlw fundi of the liookstore. 
The Union Board has only three mambars alactad by, and 
therefore responsive to students, on the board. 

The cooperative bookstore, on the other hand, mouir) t« 
a private corporation made up of students and faculty who 
are customers of the bookstore. The memt)ers would elect a 
board of directors, which would tie exclusively responsible 
to students and faculty needs This tjoanj would hire and 
fire the employees of tho bookstore, and couW inclement 
any change that the customers of the bookstore desired 



With the cooperative bookstore, there mouW be no chance 
of a transfer of funds to other accounts in the uniwratv 
which are not in the interest of all the «iidentt. 
Students wo<ild receive the beat possible service «,ouid 
. be peying contidarably tower prices, and not having their 
money u«d for tMngs not in their interest i beheve that 
this is in the best interest of the students an,i faculty 
imohwd. and if this is true, why then does the President s 
Committee of 77 on Student Affairs not take action for th. 
best interest of the students and faculty whkh 
supposedly represents.

Has the bookstore 
financed eicpanaian of the Union Store?

The Commissioner of Elections 



The subject of voter apathy in 
America is one that has baoom tiring. 
There are seemingly as many 
explanations for apathy as there are 
cases of it. it has been attributed to 
tlw erosion of 20th Century society, 
the laziness of an affluent middle 
class, and to a feeling of 
bewilderment at being so far from 
the seat of government. 

Granted that Fk>rida State 
University is in America. However, 
considering that we are supposedly at 
the restless, idealistk: age, and 
considering that few of us are 
painfully affluent, we shouM be able 
to conclude that voter apathy is not a 
problem here. Logic has failed us, 
however, as we sadly admit tfiat over 
the last few years, voting percentages 
here have corresponded ck>sely to 
those of our society, regardless of the 
heat of the political campaign. 

It can be argued that there are 
Othdr reasons than those stated 
above. Many contend to be 
unacquainted with the candidates to 
tfie extent of t^emg unable to make 
intelligant choices among them. This 
cannot be considered a valid reeson 



when the delegates have 
outnumbered the spectators in all 
campus conventions this year, and 
when a forum planned for exactly 
this reason had an audience of less 
then 100 ttudeMc. 

The final, reason that b moat 
frequently espou s ed for voter apathy 
at FSU is that studerK government is 
a meaninglasc charade for 
egomaniacs, and is suppresnd by the 



administration. There are two 
answers to this assertion. Student 
Government may be a charade, but it 
is the cttarada of those elected by' 
those few of us who vote - a pure 
and simple minority rule. Tfie second 
half of the assertion is a tialf-truth' 
which is fast becoming a non-truth if 
one is aware of tfie testimony of the

Youth Fares May Be Abolished 



WASHINGTON (CPS) - Students and others who are 
tow on cash have usually relied on buses for interstate 
transportation. But since 1966, young people have realized 
they could fly for about the same cost, with a traniendout 
savings in travel time and comfort. 

A student in New York City can rkJa the bus to Atlanta 
for $29 J6 and 21 hours of bus time. A flight coats $3 tasa 
on an aMine offering a SO par cam youth fare, or only $11 
more at the tvwKthlrds tee on others. The flight takes leas 
than two hours, and features s tew a irla j aa i i and 
refreshments. 

The advantages of air travel are obvious, even to bus line 
officials. Concerned that students no longer toft the driving 
(and profits) to them but to the airlines, they rhatlangad 
youth fares. Leading the fight wM Traihwys Bus SystMn. 

A court order required the CivH Aeronautks Board to 
listen to the bus companies' complaints, and last week a 
CAB examiner ruled that the youth fares ve indeed 
ifiscriminaiqry against adult p a w a ng a u who must pay full 
toes.

A member of the faculty senate has poimed out a possible roadblock 
whKh could impinge upon a Student Government proposal creating an 
undersecretary of organizations. 

His argument goes something like this; the faculty senate has gone on 
record recommending that the admlnistratfon neither approve, 
disapprove nor sanction student organizations. 

All acte of Student Government, when ratified by the vice president 
for student affairs, become part of university polfcy. the faculty 
member said. 

He reasons that if Student Government, by vHue of the creation of 
the undersecretary of organizatfons post, goes into the business of 
approving student groups with the consent of President Champion and 
he simultaneously adopts the faculty senate s proposal of administrative 
non interference, the president has in fact adopted two inconsistent 
proposals. 

! This is so because the university's policy would permit Student 
Government to recognize groups white going on record favoring a 
laissez faire approach. 

•rf)f course, such a conflfct presupposes two probabilities which may 
not occur f 1) That President Champion accepts both proposals and (2) 
That Student Government intends to approve or disapprove student 
organizations. 

The Flambeau understands the role of the undersecretary of student 
organizations to be merely a clerk who receives and keeps on file 
records of all student organizations, with recognition being an issue 

If this is the case, then there doesn't appear to be a conflict between 
the two recommendations. 

But this does raise an interesting, if not confusing, question of 
interpretation whk:h should be carefully considered by all parties 
involved in this crucial question of group approval.

Students: Unneeckd Part 
In Future Universities

STONY BROOK. N.Y. (CPS) - 
Somewhere in this vast land is an 
enterprising young man who will 
figure out the answer to the problem 
of student unrest that is paralyzing 
universities nationwide: He will come 
out with a wav to build a modern 
university withoutstudents . 

To be sure, the vast number of 
suspensions currently sweeping 
campuses across the country isa step 
in that direction. But until a way can 
be found to start a campus without 
students - and to keep it that way - 
the disruption will continue. 

Still, in the interim, it is 
■ see what this new 
stui.t-: L-b. ..d -ipuswill look like. For 
a visit TO Stony Brook - a two-hour 
Long Island railroad ride out from 
New York - shows what a school not 
planned for students looks like. 

Founded as one of ttie four 
University Centers in he vact State 
University of New York (SUNY) in 
t957, tfie neo-penal buildings now 
handle about 5,000 students with a 
projected enrollment of 10,000. 

Students are incidential to the 
SUNY system - indeed. Time 
manazine ran a lengthy cover story 
on the burgeoning educational 
empire without a picture of or quote 
frem a single student. 

We learn about the vast SUNY 
television network, the Edward 
Durrel Stone canpus at Albany 
which Governor Rockefeller kindly 
inserts in the landmg approach for 
distinguished visitors to the capital. 
And there is Stony Brook President 
John S. Toll posed with his foot 
stuck in a bulldozer chewing up yet 
another expanse of Long Island real 
estate. 

: For three days lact fall, clanes 
(Were called for a convocation to talk 
about a host of problems confronting 
,tl»e campus. The keynote address was 
Offered by Dr. T. Alexander Pond, 
Ihe executive vice president (in 
charge of Stony Brook money): "In 
the early post-war years (certainly no 
mer than 1950 when virtually every 
member of our student body was 
already an existmg, paipAle birtfi 
statistic..." 

I tiiought Dr. POndwMkidcSngin 
faefererjce to his kind of McNamara 
^mas* around the campus. But when 
1 visited him in his library office it 
IWBS nearly impossible to move amidst 
khe clutter of computer print-outs 
1^ On his desk was a small computer 
unit. It was hooked up with similar 
consoles uiad by associates to figure 
out anything from logrithm to square 
root. "Its key feature is a memory 
•unit." explaiiiad Or. Pond while 
^bowing me tlie M.O0O machine. 

At the moment Dr. Pond is 
immersed in planning the statistical 
Stony Brook of the future: "Our 
present enrollment target for 
1975 76 is 16,300 students, 
'distributed by level at the mix target 
fbone, and by broad disciplinary 
froupingi 



(28 per cent). Social Sciences (30 per 
cent). Natural Sciences (30 per cent, 
E ngineering ( 1 2 per cent). 

Dr. Pond also has a 
"simple-minded two part model" 
which shows a "28 per cant premium 
on the faculty effort in science and 
engineering rather than the 40 per 
cent observed at establislied 
universities in then areas." 

But all this careful Mtistical 
planning for the future does linle for 
present-day Stony Brook students 
who are justifiably upset over 
everything. All the classic problems 
of an established university are 
afflicting young Stony Brook 

There is tripling m the 

dormitories, horrendous architecture 
and inadequate library facilities. 

All these problems are. in a sense. 

a sacrifice for the future Stony 
Brook. Money is being invested in all 
sorts of future priorities like library 
books for the Medical Sciences 
complex which have been bought and 
stored in a nearby former 
supermarket. 

But exactly what is this future 
Stony Brook? Dr Pond is quite clear: 
"Boston IS welcome to the 
engineering industry. Berkeley is 
•wteome to the nucM industry. 
«we'd like the aducMkin industry. We 
are sitting on the crest of a large 
education boom. People are spending 
zillkHis to ec' cate the young Big 
corporations are investing in the 
field. We've got top consultants here 
Mrfto are aheady getttng into it." 



ultimate success of American 
business will depend on the public's 
assessment i-i how that business 
discharged its responsibility as a 
citizen of the society in which it 
seeks fiscal progreet," he said. 

Arnsdorf toM how corporations' 
social responsibilities until recently 
were largely support of higher 
education, financing cultural 
undertakings, and contributions to 
l'';3:rh welfare agencies 

Businesses must increasingly move 
into such new areas as slum clearance 
projects, reduction of air and water 
pollution, civil rights, and job 
training for tfie unskilled, he saki. 

Arnsdorf urged public relations 
professionals to get increasingly 
involved in community problem 
areas, "to be abreast of his 
company's social respositMlity 



He described the role that 
Prudential, the world's largest 
insurance company, has taken in its 
hometown of Newark. NJ.. a city 
ravaged by urban r kiting in the 
summer of 1967. 

Immediately after the riots. 
Prudential officials connpiled a report 
of oonditk>ns in Nev«ark, candidly 
reciting problems of high 
unemployment, disease, crime, drug 
addiction and poor housing. 

The company developed 
indivkJual contacts with ghetto 
resklents by meeting with the 
"intellectual militantt" in the black 
community, citizens with some 
degree of eoonomk: success ar>d many 
with college degrees By staying ir^ 
contact with them, showing them the 
company's community efforts. 
Prudential has established some 
productive lines of conrununication 
between company officials and 
ghetto residents. 

Arnsdorf urid the audianoa of 
mostly public relations studenu and 
profaaionals that, "...there is now 
room at the top for the public 
relations practitioner who sees 
beyond the limits of his normal beat, 
who can apply his professional skills 
to complex problems whN:h range 
from race relations to public afMrs."

*ha victors. In othar words, the court »«m not impartial. 

Second, since the vk:tors could have hardly convicted 
the vanquished by international law, they prepared ttwir 
own statute and called it internatiooal law although it was 
only partly and loosely based on international law. The fact 
that they prepared the statute themsehres and the tact that 
they did so only after the deeds to be triad wwe done, did 
not bother the victars. 

Third, only persons of tha MnquWwd wera triad by that 
statute, although many paraoni of the victors wara alao 
guilty under it. This inMobvkMiily wrong. Since the vkrtors 
ca«ad thair smule imemMionat law, they shouW have also 
applied it to their own countrynwn. If international law is 
to maen anything at all. it lust be applied to victor and 
vanquished alike. But this principle was violated at 
Nuremberg The vanquished were simply not parmittad to 
compare son* of the deeds they mare condemned for with 
similar ones committed by the victors. Whe ne ver thay triad 
?° »*«V ware stopped and totd the court wat not 

MHraMea in «*et tha vioor* mi^ have done. 

Fourth, the defenee not not given a fair chance. Any 
etiempt by them to show that the Treaty of Versailles was 
the real cause of Hitler and the Second Work! War was 
stifled in the bud But even *v,thout Versailles the defense 
was not given a chance. Since the announcement of the 
indictments was delayed, the proMcution hed much more 
time to prepare themselves than tha dafanse. The defense 
counsels were denied access to Uw Garnien and foraign 
archives, and most of the documanu they asked for ware 
not produced. 

Thedefenee were not perminad to u« most of their 
witnesaes, and thow whkA they were permitted to use were 
fi« interrogeted by the pFOsecutH>n The defense counsels 
•eckad office ^lace and furniture, they were not permuted 
toWB electric lights in the evening, all 180 of them had to 
Aere one telephone, they coukJ not phone or travel to 
other countries to gather evklence, and their traveling 
hieedom in Germeny waa limiied. 

Fifth, while the defense was thus han^wrad, the 
proeacution had all the liberties, documents, witnewes, and 
facilities they wanted F urt her more, the proSBCUtion could 
unlike the defense, always surprise the dafome with nevj 
witnesses While the defense were hmdeiwl even with the 
Lttle evidence they menagad to coHeet. the prosecutkm 
coukJ even present things as evidence whkrh not another 
court in tha work! woukJ have listened to Since the 
vnmoMan dU not show most of their documents to the 
defense, they succeeded in diatorting some of them. 

Although the victors said the purpose of the Nuremberg 
Jnals was to do iustice and to estatjiish the truth, there can 
be no do jbt that the real purpose «as to punish the 
vanquished, distort the truth, and fix all guilt upon the 
wnquiihod.
